Cbioaoo,  Miy  15.— The  folIowinK  open 
letter  from  Mrs.  Martin  Beem,  whose  hus- 
bacd,  Gen.  Beem,  died  at,  Staaton,  Neb., 
some  time  ago  was  read  laet  night  at  the 
Union  Veteran  club: 

"Gentlemen:    I  write  to    ask    that    jrou 
receive  anil  discuss  the  report  of  your  com- 
mittee, who  were  appointed-to    investigate 
the  death  of  my  husband,  in  open   S(^83ioD 
for  three  reaeooB.    A  full  knowlsdge  of  fact 
attendant  oo  bis  death  is    very    complete 
▼indication.    The    worst    I   huve    to  fear 
is  that  these  facts  will  either    n<>t  be  know 
or     be    distortsd.    Either     I     murdered 
him  or  he  committed  suicide.     The  report 
that  does  not  affirm  belief  one  way  or  the 
other  cannot  be  the  candid  expression  of 
candid  men.    It    is    unjust   to    living  and 
dead.    If   the   committee   believes   I  mur- 
dered him,  then  I  wish  the  report    and  dis- 
CBssion  to  be  a  public  one,  in  <}rder   that 
the  press,  so  far  my  best  friend,  may  have 
aehanceto  Bcan    the   facts    arid  motives 
which  led  to  the  report.    If   the  committee 
believes  he  committed  suicide,  I  then    have 
every  reason  for  giving  it  publicity.    I  wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  my 
husband,  immediately    before   leaving  Chi- 
cago, emptied  his  vault  and    dentroywl  all 
papers  except  those  which  reflect  on  his 
self-appointed  murderer,  and    arranged  all 
his     affairs      as    if     ke     expected    never 
to      return.      He     then     mado    his    will 
and    in     postscript     suggests     that      he 
it  to  be  murder,  points  out   the    way    and 
designates  the  probable  murderer.    He  ap- 
^  points  a  committee  to  invei«tigrai:e  the  mat- 
ter and  iinishoe  with    the    stuteuient  that 
•his  threat  to  commit  suicide  waii  meaning- 
leas  and  for  effect  only.      He   hj.d    written 
for  information  as  to  needed  ammunition, 
in  order    that    the   prospective    murderer 
might  lack  nothing.    He  then  rcisbed    into 
the  arms  of  the  one  thus  appointed  to    do 
the  bloody  deed,  and    surpriied    her    with 
the  opportnnity.    The  fact   tha-;   $25,000 
life  insurance  may  depend    on     making   it 
4  appear  that    he    was    anarmed    seems    to 
have  occurred  to  few  butjtheinventoriof  the 
scheme,  nor  does  the  fact  that  b/  his  own 
act  he  had  made  It  impossible  for   him    to 
return  here  and  earn  his    living,    seems   to 
have   entered    into    the    probabilities     of 
my  guilt.    To    bo     alike     just     to     you 
comrade  and  myself  it  will  not  tdke  greater 
courage  than  many  of  you  hav<t  shown  in 
battle.    In  olden  time  brave  knig  hts  fought 
to  the  death  lor  the  honor  of  unknown 
women.  Today  will  brave  soldiers  of  nobler 
cause  forever  blacken  the  character  and 
name  of  a  woman  against  whori  no  par- 
ticle of  evidence  has  been  or  can  te  adduced 
in  order  to  cover  up  the  weaknesses  and 
insanity  of  a  fellow-soldier?"

THE  BRIDGE  BILLS. 

THE  CHAMBEB  OV  COMMEKCB  HAS  THK  VESSEL, 
ASSOCIATION  ON  TBK  HIP  IN  THE  MATTKB  OF 
BBIDOE   PHOTESTR. 

At  the  chamber  of  commerce  this  morning 
it  was  decided  to  accept  the  invitation  of 
the  Grand  Army  tor  decoration  day  and  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  assist  iu  the  ore^ 
pn rations  tor  1(he  day.  A  communication 
was  read  from  Jau  ea  Bai-don  stating  that 
he  Lad  been  requested  to  notify  the  cham- 
ber that  much  injury  was  being  done  to 
Minnesota  Point  by  those  who  were  ecow- 
ing  away  sand  from  it,  and  hoping  it  would 
be  stopped.  A  communication  from  Geo. 
H.  Ely  regarding  the  Detroit  bridge  matter 
was  read  and  answered.  Mr.  Ely  requested 
plans  of  the  proposed  canal  bridge  here, 
and  sugKested  that  the  opposition  of  the 
Vessel  Owners'  association  might  be  re- 
scinded. He  again  urged  very  strongly  the 
assistance  of  the  chamber  acainst  the  De- 
troit bridge,  and  requested  that  it  might 
use  all  the  intluence  it  had.  In  answer 
Secretary  Phelps  sent  the  sketch,  suggested 
that  Duluth  could  take  care  of 
its  own  affairs,  would  be  sure 
to  do  nothing  to  injure  its  im- 
portant vessel  interests  and  that  the 
canal  bridge  was  to  be  passed  upon  by  a 
board  of  army  engineers  who  would  not 
allow  it  were  it  at  all  injurious.  He  also 
repelled  the  insinuation  that  the  bridge 
was  a  scheme  of  real  estate  speculators, 
and  hoped  they  would  withdraw  their  op- 
position. In  the  meantime  the  chamber 
laid  the  Detroit  bridge  protest  on  the 
table. 

A  strong  protest  was  made  against  the 
project  of  removing  the  charge  of  rivers 
and  harbors  from  engineer  officers  of  the 
regular  army  to  a  board  of  civilians  and 
urging  that  the  present  satisfactory  method 
be  not  tampered  with.  After  some  little 
other  business  and  discussion  the  chamber

THE    CITY'S    HEALTH. 

BIRTHS,  nBATHS  AND  OTUEB  MATTERS   OP  THB 
HEALTH  officer's  REPORT. 

During  the  month  of  April  the  popula- 
tion of  Duluth  was  increased  by  fifty 
youngsters,  twenty-four  males  and  twenty- 
six  females,  according  to  the  health  officer. 
All  were  white  and  all  have  a  right  to  a 
father's  name,  while  two  were  twins.  he 
parents  of  70  p?r  cent  were  both  foreign,  of 
18  per  cent  both  parents  were  Americ  n 
and  of  the  remaining  12  percent  one  parei  c 
was  American  and  one  of  foi- 
eign  birth.  Thirty- two  died  dnrirp 
the  month  of  whom  eleven  were  natives, 
with  four  from  Canada,  three  from  Ger- 
many, two  from  Sweden,  one  each  from 
Poland,  Finland  and  Norway.  But  five 
cases  of  contagouB  diseases  were  reported, 
with  one  death  from  diptheria. 

The  assistants  made  2,048  calls  in  the 
month,  abated  230  nuisances  and  made 
two  arrests.  Twenty-one  sewer  connec- 
tions were  made  and  a  large  number  more 
were  started.  The  health  officer  also  reco- 
mended  that  the  property  between  the  rail- 
road right  of  way  and  Michigan  street  along 
the  centre  of  town  be  filled.

At  last  uig>it's  seHBi'on  of  the  cooncil 
about  the  only  buHiaetta  of  importance 
transacted  was  in  the  w«j  of  tttreet  im. 
provements  and  tbo  ordering  of  a  $10,00U 
tire  and  police    building  at  the  AVest  End. 

Considerable  diKcu8?iuu  preceded  the  final 
adoption  of  the  last  mentioned  resolution 
which  was  presented  by  Armstrong.  Ken- 
dall  thought  the  city  proper  should  have 
BUch  a  building  Iwfore  the  West  End,  but 
his  opinion  did  not  prevail  and  Rice's 
i'oiut  will  soon  hare  the  finest  fire  hall 
and  station  house  in  the  city. 

Msyor  Sutpbin  vetoed  the  petition  of 
0.  Stenson  for  a  wooden  stairway  and 
sidewalk  at  the  oornur  of  Superior 
■treet  and  First  avenue  east.  Petitions 
were  ref«'rred  ao  follows;  Peter  Arimund 
for  $21.35  overpaid  assessment  on  Tenth 
avenue  east.  From  property  owners  for 
grading  and  improving  alley  between 
Second  and  Third  streets  from  First 
to  Second  avenue  ea«>t.  Same  in  alley  be- 
tween Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  from  First 
to  Second  avenues  east  at  estimated  cost 
of  $235.  Sewer  in  Tenth  avenue  ea«t  be- 
tween Superior  and  Fourth  streets  at  esti- 
mated cost  of  $4,119.50.  The  petition  for 
improving  St.  Croix  avenue  was  not  granted, 
this  being  the  recommendation  of  Lhe board 
of  public  works,  because  of  its  impracti- 
cability at  present. 

City  EriKineer  Fuller's  bond  for  $10,000, 
with  G.  (i.

The  petition  for  a  sewer  on 
Twentieth  avenue  west  and  in  alley  be- 
tween First  and  Second  streets,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  board  of  public  works.  Joe 
Mannheim  was  granted  permission  to  re- 
move his  office  on  West  Superior  street  up 
to  the  sidewalk. 

resolution  from  Davis  to  fix  salary  of 
Oao.  D.  \V.  Mtudervillo  at  *l,2ao  a  year, 
met  with  disapproval  and  was  finally 
tabled  for  the  present  as  was  also  a  resolu- 
tion to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  members  of 
the  board.

The  Terminal  Railroad  company  last 
nicht  formally  accepted  the  ordinance 
passed  by  the  council  and  may  now  be 
considered  to  have  a  le^al  existence. 
Already,  however,  much  good  work  haw 
been  done  by  the  company  in  the  way  of 
securing  property  and  beginniig  surveys. 
The  company  ha«  eighty  acres  of  terminal

ground  is  needed,  both  for  extensions  of 
the  track  and  for  yards.  Preliminary  sur- 
veys have  been  completed  for  a  longdis- 
tance and  a  plan  of  work  decided  H{>on, 
which  will  give  it  all  theadvantages  wanted 
for  an  important  and  profitable  business. 
Emugh  has  already  been  subscribetl,  in 
money  and  lauds,  to  insure  an  easy  tloat- 
ing  of  all  bonds  needed  to  build  and  equip 
the  line,  though  as  small  an  amount  of 
b  nds  as  possible  will  be  issued.  The  next 
two  months  will  see  an  active  comraeuce- 
ment  of  work  in  more  pronounced  and 
emphatic  manner  than  heretofore.

Tne  lower  R»d  River  valley  was 
considered  as  atire  for  the  Duluth  candidate 
but  a  sadden  move  of  the  other  three 
worked  into  unison  has  snatched  the  ban- 
ner county  of  the  Red  River  counties  from 
him  ond  put  it  where  one  of  the 
western  candidates  will  get  it.  It  has  been 
known  that  while  Nelson  wag  taking  no 
part  in  the  cauvass  he  has  felt  under  obli- 
gation to  Comstock,  Corliss  and  Barto  for 
their  hard  work  for  him  in  1882,  and  his 
influence  has  been  felt  in  Polk  county. 
Stearns  will  not  t>e  nominated.  The  west- 
ern end  of  the  district  has  come  to  an  un- 
derstanding whereby  it  will  act  together, 
and  Comstock.  Corliss  or  Barto  will  be 
nominated.  The  Stearns  men  are  iu  a 
position  to  dictate  which  one,  and  they 
perhaps  will,  but  it  must  and  surely  will  be 
a  western  man.  The  following  estimate  is 
made  after  consulting  two  of  the  candid- 
ates, and  will  come  pretty  near  being  the 
first  ballot,  if  all  stay  in  the  field:

Omcial    Analysts    of    Baking    Powders- 
Ad  alterations  in  Cream  of  Tartar. 

Under  t*ie  direction  of  the  New  York  state 
board  of  health,  eighty-feur  different  kinds 
of  baking  powders,  em  oracing  all  the  brands 
that  could  be  found  for  sale  in  the  state, 
were  submitted  to  examination  and  anal- 
ysis by  Prof.  0.  P.  Chandler,  a  member  of 
the  state  board  and  president  of  the  New 
Y.,rk  city  board  of  health,  assisted  by 
Prof.  Edward  O.  Love,  the  well  known 
United  States  government  Aemist.

Alum  was  found  in  twenty-nine  samples 
This  drug  IS  employed  in  baking  powders 
to  cheapen  their  cost.

'•Effectual  Kzecutlon  of  Reoonimendations 
Made  in  Cleveland'*  Message"— "The 
Truth  About  Mr.  Cleveland's  Strength  in 
His  Owo  State"— "The  ^Democratic 
Party  Koedeil  a  I.eader  And  Has 
Found  a  Master." 


Nsw  York,  May  16.— The  lollowing  are 
extracts  from  the  editorial  commeota  of 
the  New  York  press  upon  yesterday's  con- 
vention : 

The  World  says:  "Yesterday's  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  was  remarkably 
harmonious.  The  platform  m  dumb  as  to 
the  Mills  bills,  which  is  the  effectual  execu- 
tion of  the  recommendations  made  in  Cleve- 
land's message.  This  siagular  occasion  is 
eraphaeiiied  by  the  action  of  the  committee 
in  rejecting  by  a  vote  of  22  to  •!■  a  resolu- 
tion pledging  the  Democratic  congressnten 
ot  the  state  to  the  measure,  and  this  is  cal- 
culated to  impair  the  chances  of  the  bill's 
success." 

The  Sun  prints  a  double-leaded  editor- 
ial headed,  "To  Whom  it  May  Concern," 
It  says:  "The  name  of  Mr.  Cleveland  will 
be  presented  by  delegates  from  this  state 
to  the  Democratic  national  convention  at 
St.  Louis.  This,  at  least,  was  settled  yes- 
terday. Does  it  follow  that  Mr.  Cleveland, 
if  nominated,  would  carry  this  state,  or 
that  he  could  muster  so  large  or  certain  a 
majority  as  could  easily  be  rallied  for  a 
western  Democrat,  unhindered  by  local 
antut^onists,  entirely  untrammelled  by  ties 
of  local  faction  and  therefore  sure  to  bring 
out  the  whole  vote  of  the  party.  How  the 
cool  and  far  sighted  leaders  ot  the  southern

Meeting  of  Stockholders  —  Important 
Cliauges  In  the  Directorate  and  Man- 
agement.

Lincoln  A  Black  Hills,  the  Oete.  Milford 
&  Western  and  the  Eastern  Wyoming,

Lexington,  Ky.,  May  IG.— The  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  is  in  session  here 
today  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  delegates 
to  the  national  convention  at  St.  Louis.

It  is  reported  she  is 
suffering  from  a  severe  nervous  shock  at- 
tributable to  her  continental  journey  and 
grief  arising  over  the  condition  in  which  she 
found  her  son-in-law.  Emperor  Frederick. 
Although  ereat  secrecy  has  been  sought  to 
be  maintained,  the  rumor  found  currency 
on  the  stock  exchange,  and  it  is  believed 
will  have  a  serious  effect  upon  the  market.

The  Western  men,  it  is  said,  are  banded  to- 
gether to  try  to  effect  a  reduction  of  prices, 
and  they  have  some  hope  ot  carrying  their 
point.  "The  stoves  to  be  put  on  the  market 
next  winter  in  all  grades,  it  is  predicted, 
will  be  sold  at  lower  rates  than  those  here- 
tofore demanded,  although  it  is  expected 
there  will  be  a  livelycontest  over  the  adop- 
tion of  the  new  schedule  ot  rates  proposed 
by  the  Western  dealers.

COUNTY  ROADS. 

THK  PROJECT  OF  THE  CODNTY  COMUUSIONEBS 
IN  BEOABU  TO  BOADS  ANOWBEKE  TO  POT 
THAT  $10,000. 

The  isane  of  nen  road  bonds  to*"  the 
amount  ot  $40,0(K),  authorized  by  the 
connty  this  year  ban  not  yet  been  sold  but 
soon  will  be.  As  tbe  bonds  are  at  5  per 
cent  the  premium  at  which  they  can  be  sold 
will  be  small,  probably  not  over  %  per  cent. 
The  commissioneni  have  decided  upon 
what  roads  they  will  spend  this  cash  and 
intend  to  go  to  work  in  such  a  way  as  to 
benefit  the  greatest  number  of  settlers  first. 
TbeGresonand  Howard  roads,  back  of 
and  northwest  from  the  city,  will  be  im- 
proved as  will  the  6wan  Lake  cut  oB,  from 
the  head  of  Lake  a^  enue,  three  miles  out 
and  tor  which  $2,0C'0  has  been  set  aside. 
The  Swan  and  Pike  Lake  roads  will  also  be 
extended  and  improved  materially.  On 
the  north  shore  road,  considerable  work 
i>ill  be  done  both  in  extension  and  im- 
provement. In  the  north  part  Of  the 
county  the  road  Ijetween  Tower  and  Ely 
will  be  made  not  only  passable,  but  put  in 
first  class  shape  for  all  the  year,  and  the 
Hinsdale  road  will  be  improved  to  accom- 
modate the  many  settlers  along  its  line. 
Other  roads  may  be  improved  also,  but  on 
those  given  above  the  principal  amounts  of 
money  will  be  spent.  Much  of  the  work 
will  probably  be  done  by  farmers  living 
along  the  different  r3ads,  on  contract  and 
under  the  direction  ot  a  competent  road 
overseer,  "thus  givini;  work  at  a  time  of 
y^ar  when  they  migit  otherwise  have  little 
to  do. 

There  is  probably  no  improvement  un- 
dertaken or  contem;}lated  more  advanta- 
geous to  the  county  and  city  than  this  ot 
roads.  To  those  wtio  are  ac(iuainted  with 
the  fertility  of  the  soil  about  Duluth  there 
is  no  need  of  stating  that  it  produces  crops 
equal  to  any  section  of  the  country  and 
the  demand  of  Dulu1;h  and  the  great  fleets 
of  lake  ships  that  would  victual  here  tor 
their  entire  down  trips  could  they  do  so  is 
probably  twenty  foil  the  local  supply.  In 
all  small  fruits  and  )>erries,  all  vegetables 
grown  in  any  northern  section,  grain  and 
grass,  St.  Louis  county  can  not  be  excelled 
and  challenges  the  tmtire  West.  A  home ' 
market  and  the  high  prices  of  a  city  and 
immense  supply  station  make  the  outlook 
for  the  ogriculturiitt  more  attractive. 
Good  roads  to  the  country  will  cause  an 
immediate  development  and  already  there 
is  a  demand  for  farming  land  and  many 
new  farms  are  being  cleared  and  opened.

A  KLCCTCATINU  AND  V  £AK  MABKET  !N  WHEAT 
CLOSING  STKONO  —  DULUTH  SHOWS  SHIP- 
MKNTS. 

The  markets  were  without  special  factors 
this  morning  to  shove  prices  and  were 
weak  and  excited  after  the  past  few  days. 
Foreign  advices  were  unchanged,  firm  and 
quiet,  with  no  casb  demand.  Exports 
were  4G,5S0  bu.  Local  receipts  were  5,440 
bus;  shipments,  271,793  bus,  and  cars  on 
track  were  fourteen. 

The  local  market  uaa  weak"  and  nervous 
all  day  |closiug,  however,  stronger  and  at 
the  highest  prices.  It  opened  low  advanced 
a  full  cent  fell  off  labir  ]^  cent  and  fluctu- 
ated more  widely  than  usual  for  a  long 
time.  It  was  emphatically  a  scalping  mar- 
ket. July  was  the  leading  option  with 
June  and  August  showing  considerable 
trading.  Neither  caiih  nor  May  wheat  was 
sold  during  the  morning. 

July  opened  at  88i»c,  J'jc  below  the  close 
last  night,  quickly  advanced  to  SOc,  and 
onto  89;^c  under  good  buying.  It  weak 
ened  and  fell  off  to  i(9c,  firmed  up  again  to 
S\>%c,  sold  largely,  .ind  closed  strong  at 
89^;t\c.

He  will  have 
to  encounter,bowever,a  strong  opposition 
in  the  convention  for  the  voters  of  the  rn- 
ral- districts  almost  to  a  man  disapprove 
of  the  slate  as  fixed  this  morning  and  the 
conventions  proceedings  are  likely  to  be 
marked  by  a  rumpus  ot  no  mean  dimen- 
sions.

Chicauo,  May  IG.— Twenty  representa- 
tives ot  large  exporting  flour  mills  from 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  Milwaukee,  Terre 
Haute  and  other  {points  attended  a 
meeting  here  last  evening  called  by  Presi- 
dent Reybt  of  the  National  Miller's  Asso- 
ciation to  correct  the  abuses  ot  the  foreign 
and  domestic  trade.  After  considerable 
discussion  of  the  various  grievances  it  was 
proposed  that  two  bureaus  be  established 
the  one  to  take  charge  ot  the  export  trade 
and  the  other  the  domestic^  trade.

Trenton,  N.  J.,  May  IG.— Vice  Chancellor 
Bird,  yesterday  decided  the  case  ot  the 
Hutchings  heirs  against  Henry  George. 
The  clause  in  the  will  leaving  Henry  George 
a  bequest  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  him  in 
the  circulation  ot  his  peculiar  ideas  and 
theories  among  the  people,  was  declared 
void.  The  court  said  that  George  advo- 
cated practices  with  respect  to  real  estate 
in  violation  of  thi-  laws  ot  the  land  and  he 
could  not  sanction  the  spreading  ot  such 
sentiment.

▲a  alarm  from  box  39  called  the  fire  da- 
partment  to  Eighth  atreet  and  First  avenue 
eoat  at  11  o'clock  this  morning.  There  be- 
ing no  water  mains  within  reach  of  the 
hose,  the  firemen  were  powerless  to  fight 
flames  and  therefore  sent  the  cart  back 
and  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  to 
lend  whatever  assistance  they  could.

Cincinnati,  May  16.— The  United  Labor 
convention  met  with  about  100  delegates 
present.  The  committee  on  resolutions 
made  an  informal  report  on  two  points, 
the  eight  hour  law  for  letter  carriera  and 
the  redemption  ot  government  bonds.

MUZZLING  OYSTERS. 


Street  Assessments. 
To  bnild  streets,  lay  pavemeots  and   put 
in  ?ewers  in  Dnlath  requires  a  vast  amoant 
of  labor  and  tbeontlay  of    immense   snmn 
of  money.     This  snmmer  alone  it    is  esti- 
mated that  $1,500,000  will  be  expended  for 
this  class   of    pablic    improvements.     The 
city    authorities    have    very    wisely    con- 
clnded  that  the  only  way  to  make  n  city  is 
to  go  right  ahead  and    baild  it    regardless 
of    expense.     Thi.'i    is     nndonbtediy     the 
proper   policy  to    pnrsae   and    the    rapid 
growth  of  Dalnth  in  the  past    year   shows 
the  wisdom  of  it. 

When  a  street  is   graded,  paved  or    sew- 
ered the  expense    of    the    improvement  is 
charged  np  to  the  property  to  be  benedtted 
and  the  owner  of    any    of    that  property 
most  pay  his  proportionate  uhare.     As    in 
some  cases  this  expense  is  eqaal  or   nearly 
so,  to  the  value  of  the  property    before    it 
was  improved  the   immediate    payment  of 
assessments  is  a  great  hardship  upon  those 
who  have    their    all    invested    in    a    lot. 
Every  one  knows  that  the  grading  and  pav- 
ing of  a    street    will    increase    the    value 
of  property  abutting  it  to  a  greater  amount 
than  the  cost  of  the  improvement  but  al- 
thonghthis  value  is  added    to    a    lot    the 
owner  is  not  always  in  a  position  to  pay  the 
enormous  tax  spot   cash.     If    this    is    not 
done,  according  to  the  charter,   a  penalty 
of  10  per  cent  is   added    and  the   time   of 
payment  limited    to    a    year.     There   are 
hundreds  of  cases  where  this  rule  will  work 
a  great    hardship.     Many    lat>oring    men 
and  mechanics  have   invested    their  scant 
savings  in  a    lot    and    erected    a    modest 
home.    In  numerons  instances  their  lota 
are  mortgaged  and  the  debt  is  being   paid 
otr  little  by  little.     They    are    carrying    a 
heavv  burden  and  hope  by  rigid    economy 
to  be  able  in  n  year  or  two   to   free   them- 
selves  from    it.     But    suddenly    they  are 
notitied  of  a  big  assessment    for    the    im- 
provement of  the    street.    They    feel   and 
know  that    the    improvement    is    a    good 
thing,  that  it  is  worth  more  to  them  than  it 
will  cost  bat  the  question  at  once   pre.tents 
Itself  ''where  is  the  money  coming  from  to 
p  y  for  it?" 

The  framtrs  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Dulnth,  in  their  wisdom,  foresaw  this  diffi- 
cnlty  and    provided   a   means   to   lessen  it 
and  give   poor  property  owners  long  time 
in  which   to   make  their  payments  without 
forcing  them  into  the  usarons  clutches  of 
grasping    money-lenders.       The    charter 
authorizes   the   city   council  to    issue  tax 
certificates   running  over  a  period  of  three 
years  and  drawing  interest  not  exceeding 
t;n  per  cent.     The   city  is  responsible  for 
the  payment  of  these  certificates  when  doe, 
and    is   secured  from   loss  by  the  tax  rolls 
against   the   property.      Such  certificates, 
bearing  eight  per  cent  interest,  would  find 
ready  pnrcha8er8,Hnd  would  relieve  hundreds 
of   poor    men    from    serious    embarrass- 
ment. 

Thus  far  the  conr.cil  hay  not  seen  fit  to 
avail  itself  of  this  authority,  but  has  in- 
sisted upon  the  immediate  payment  of 
asses.«ments.  If  this  is  done  this  year 
many  people  will  suffer  seriously,  if  they 
do  not  lose  their  property  altogether  or 
find  themselves  forced  to  sell  oat  at  a 
sacrifice.  The  remedy  has  been  provided 
and  the  council  should  do  no  quibbling 
about  adopting  it. 

This  city  cinnot  afford  to  force  its 
laborers  and  mechanics  to  the  wall  and 
drive  them  out  of  the  city.  Upon  them 
and  their  work  depend  the  future  of  Da- 
lath,  and  their  burden  of  taxes  ehoald  be 
made  as  light  as  possible.  The  alderman 
who  will  take  this  matter  in  hand  and  en- 
geneer  it  through  the  council  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten  by  the  hundreds  of  people 
whom  it  will  materially  assist. 


Betence  Bobs   np   And   Knocks    Oat  The 
"B"  Monopoly  With  a  Bit  of  Wire. 

Mixed  with  the  joy?   of    May-day   came 
the  saddening  reflection  that  for  four  long 
months  the  sign  of  the  oyster    will    be  no 
more  seen  in  the    land.     To    obviate    this 
practical  scientists  have    been    of    recent 
months  engaged  in  devising  a  plan   where- 
by this  '•gustatory  summer    lightning,"  as 
Prof   Huxley    had   christened    the  oyster, 
might  be  rendered  quite  as  edible  in   July 
and  Angnst  as  in   December,     Theoycter's 
well-known  fondness  for   keeping  its  jaws 
firmly  closed  was  the  means  of  suggesting 
tbfl*  process    by    which    its     preservation 
might  be    effected.     The    principal    to  be 
considered  was  that    althoagh   the   oyster, 
when  its  foot — and  it  only  has  one  foot — is 
on      its      native    heath,      does   keep     its 
shell     firmly      closed,      thus      retaining 
the  water    which    keeps    the    gills    moist 
as  soon  as  it  is  left  exposed  to  the  air,    ow- 
ing to  the  contraotioa  of  the  muscles,    the 
shells  are  forced  oped,  the    water  escapes, 
and  the  oyster   dies.      Therefore    it    was 
qaite  evident  that  the  thing    to    be    done 
was  to  retain  this  fluid.     This  is   now    ac- 
complished by  tightly  securing  a  piece    of 
wire  about  the  shells.     In  this  way   oysters 
havt  been  successfully  shipped    long    dis- 
tances, and  it  is  now  proposed   to    muzzle 
them  in  April  for  use  in  the  months    with- 
out an  R.     If  this  can   be    done,    and    the 
"juicy  bivalve"    be    t'len    found    equally 
"sapid  and  slippery,"  to  quote  Prof.  Hux 
ley  again,  it  must  be  seen    that    mankind 
can  have  little  left  to  wish  for    so    far  as 
oysters  are  concerned. 

From  calculations  made  it  has  been 
found  that  every  female  oyster  lays  from 
fifty  to  sixty  thousand  oysters  in  a  season 
so  that  no  fears  need  l>e  entertauied  of 
the  "oyster  crop  failing,"  It  has  also  been 
estimated  that  there  are  almost  400  differ- 
ent kinds  of  oysters,  so  it  seems  that  with 
quality,  quantity  and  possession  during 
the  entire  year,  the  oyster  devouring  por- 
tion of  humanity  should  be  happy.

The  St.  Loais  river  is  jastly  famous  for 
the   number  of  excellent  fish  that  it  con- 
tains, espeoiallj  that  king  of  all  game  fish, 
the  black  bass,  bat  all  this  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past,  and  the  daj  cannot  be 
far  distant  when  the  ba«  will  be  extinct  as 
far  as   the  St  Loais   river  is   concerned.

Some 
means  should  be  taken,  or  soon  all  angling 
in  the  St.  Louis   river   will    be    destroyed, 
and  a  large  source  of  future   revenue   lost 
to  West  Daluth  and   the  adjacent  villages 
up  the  rivbr.

Th*  claim  put  forth  in  favor  of  Daluth  in 
the  inattPF  of  cheap   coal    rate*    from  the 
lower  lakes  is  further  substantiated  by  the 
record  of  last  year.    The  Evknino  Uekald 
published  the  ollicial    figures  for  1886,  last 
year  and  is  indebted  to  the  secretary  of  the 
chamber   of   commerce    for  the    following 
statement  of  the  ruling  rates  through   each 
week  of  the  season  of  navigation    for  1887 
between  Buffalo  and  the  three  cities  of  Chi- 
cago, Milwauke  and  Duluth.

St.  Paul,  May  16.— As  the  delegates    ar- 
rive this  luornin^  it    was    easy    to    see    in 
which  way  the  tide  was  drifting.    As  to  the 
Fifth  district  there  was  no  doubt  from  the 
start.    Its  candidates  were  certain    to   go 
through  without  opposition.      However,  it 
was  important  that  all    things    should    be 
done  decently  and  in  order.     A  caucus  was 
therefore  called  at  9  a.  m.    This  was  large- 
ly attended,  fully  fifty  delegates  being  pres- 
ent.     After    the      usual     organization,    a 
motion  was    put    and    carried    with    but 
three  dissenting  votes  declaring  G.  O.  Hart- 
ley the  choice  of    the    delegates    from    the 
Fifth  district  for  delegate  to  Chicago.     Oue 
of  these  dissenters, however.soou  aft«'rward 
stated  that  they  had  concluded    to  accept 
the  position  of  alternate  for  their  candidate 
in  order  that  there  might  be  no  differences 
among  the  delegates  from  the  Fifth  district. 
Accordingly  II.  W.  Stone  was    selected    for 
alternate  and  H.  Finkle  for  elector.    This 
conflicted  somewhat  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Crookston    convention,    which 
recommended    Lanphere,    editor     of     the 
Moorhead  News,  for  elector,    but    was    in 
accord  with  the  wishes  of  the  Clay    county 
delegation.    A  committee  was    appointed 
to  confer  as  to  the  permanent  organization 
and  the  caucus  adjourned. 

At  11  the  convention  met  and  Geo:  Hub- 
bard was  chosei^  chairman,  adjourning 
until  2  p.  m. 

At  2  p.  ni.  the  temporary  organization 
was  made  permanent,  the  committee  on 
credentials  reported  and  the  music  com- 
menced. 

,  Pending  the  report  of  the  committee. 
County  Attorney  F.  F.  Davis,  of  Minne- 
apolis, WHS  called  upon  for  remarks.  He 
won  the  hearts  of  the  members  and  by  his 
speech  made  his  election  to  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  delegation  to  Chicago  possible. 
He  is  a  splendid  speaker,  talked  to  the 
point  and  stopped  when  he  itot  through. 
He  is  ayoung  man  of  about  40,  and  it  was 
universally  predicte<J  that  he  will  yet  make 
his  mark  in  the  polities  of  the  state.  It 
was  an  impromptu  speech  make  by  Cush 
Davis  a  few  years  ago  that  made  hira  gov- 
ernor and  finally  lauded  him  in  the  I'nited 
States  senate.  His  namesake,  F.  F.  Davis 
may  share  a  like  fate. 

Davis  was  followed  by  R.  G.  Evans  who 
was  applauded  when  he  spoke  of 
Blaine,  when  he         spoke  of 

Allison  and  Harrison,  but  the  old  ball 
rang  with  cheer  upon  cheer  for  fully  ten 
minutes  when  the  name  of  Gresham  was 
mentioned.  This  wa«  instruction  enough 
for  the  delegates  chosen  later.  Minnesota 
is  for  Gresham. 

Rev.  Sam  Smith  spoke  and  was  greeted 
with  cheer  upon  cheer  when  he  gave  his  rea- 
sons for  loving  the  Republican  party. 

After  the  speeches  came  fully  an  hour  of 
skirmishing  and  it  was  decided  to  elect  the 
delegates  by  ballot  one  at  a  time. 

Capt.  Henry  A.  Castle  was  nominated  in 
fitting  words,  followed  by  the  nomination 
of  Washburn.  In  %  strong  and  a  taking 
speech  Mr.  Kendal!  nominated  G.  G.  Hart- 
ley, but  bis  nomination  was  for  the  time 
being  withdrawn  and  Mr.  Davis  was  nom- 
inated. The  ballot  showed  173  for  Castle, 
164  for  Washburn  and  31  for  Davis.  Davis 
was  called  to  say  whether  he  was  a  candi- 
date. Evidently  he  was  expected  to  with- 
draw. It  appeared  that  the  thirty-one 
votes  come  from  Hennepin  county, 
leaving  but  six  of  the  delega- 
tion for  Washburn.  He  said 
he  presumed  they  wanted  a  truthful  an- 
swer. He  tame  there  for  his  party,  a 
humble  worker  in  the  ranks,  asking  nothing 
and  expecting  nothing,  but  he  must  say 
that  he  would  appreciate  the  honor,  if  con- 
ferred upon  him.  of  representing  the  great 
state  of  Minnesota  in  the  Chicago  conven- 
tion. 

This  was  greeted  with  immensp  ap- 
plause. 

On  the  second  ballot  Washburn  had  97, 
Castle  144  and  Davis  127;  and  on  the 
third  Washburn  29,  Castle  138  and  Davis 
201. 

On  motion  of  Capt.  Castle,  who  con- 
gratulated the  young  Republicans  upon 
their  enthusiasm  and  upon  their  suc- 
cess,the  nomination  was  made  unanimous. 
G.  G.  Hartley,  Col.  H,  P.  Edwards  and 
Joel  Heatwole  were  then  e'ected  delegates 
by  acclamation.  W.  A.  Sperry,  H.  G. 
Finkle,  J-  E.  Brown  and  C.  D.  Wright  were 
chosen  alternates. 

The  following  were  nominat«d  forpresi- 
dential  electors:  At  large.  Capt.  Mons  Gun- 
nager,  of  Minneapolis,  Hennepin  county, 
and  H.  W.  Stone,  of  Steven  county.  Dis- 
tricts—First, W.  H.  Gate,  of  Winona; 
Second,  E.  R.  Smith,  ol  Le  Seur;  Third, 
W.  A.  Foland,  of  Swift;  Fourth,  Alva 
Eastman,  of  Anoka;  Fifth,  John  Cooper, 
of  Stearns,  and  the  following  resolutions 
adopted,  and  the  convention  adjourned 
with  an  enthusiasm  which  means  25,000 
majority  in  the  fall  campaign. 

TUK  PLATFOKM. 

The  Republican  party  in  Minnesota  deem 
it  unnecessary,  on  the  eve  of  a  national 
convention,  to  make  a  formal  and  extended 
declaration  of  principles  further  than  to  re- 
affirm those  laid  down  in  the  national  plat- 
form of  1884,  and  to  express  the  convic- 
tion that  the  interests  of  the  people 
throughout  the  land  would  be  greatly 
promoted  by  a  change  of  adminbtration. 

It  is  the  first  duty  of  a  good  government 
to  protect  the  right  and  promote  the  in- 
terests of  its  own  people.  The  lareest  di- 
versity Of  industry  is  most  productive  of 
general  prosperity  and  of  the  comfort  and 
independence  of  the  people.  But  while  ad- 
hering to  the  principle  of  protection  we 
demand  that  the  imposition  of  duties  on 
imports  shall  be  limited  to  the  necessities 
of  the  government  economically  adminis- 
tered, and  in  the  adjustment  of  such  duties 
su«h  protection  shall  be  afforded  to  the 
various  industries  of  the  country  as  will 
best  promote  the  general  welfare. 

We  desire  to  especially  emphasize  the 
fact  that  President  Cleveland's  wholesale 
removals  from  office  on  party  grounds,  and 
his  failure  to  recommend  to  congress  even 
the  slightest  legislation  to  improve  the 
civil  service  law  show  his  complete  surreud* 
er  to  the  spoils  policy;  that  the  present 
civil  service  law  was  enacted  and  faithfully 
administered  during  a  Republican  admin- 
istration; and  we  urge  the  senators  and 
representatives  from  Minnesota  t«  sup- 
port the  measures  that  will  uphold  and  ex- 
tend  the  principal  of  civil  service  reform 
based  on  qualification  and  merit. 

The  Democratic  party  has  become  mere* 
ly  an  organization  for  official  spoils.  It 
has  unblushingly  violated  all  its  reforma- 
tory promises.  It  is  not  entitled  to  the 
confidence  of  the  people.  The  president 
solemnly  pledged  himself  to  carry  out  civil 
service  reform,  but,  with  the  full  approval 
of  his  partisan  supporters,  he  has  convert- 
ed this  reform  into  a  shallow  pretense.  He 
committed  himself  to  the  one  term  princip- 
al in  bis  letter  of  acceptance,  but  is  now 
actually  using  the  federal  patronage  to 
secure  a  re-election.  His  partisan  confed- 
erates proclaim  devotion  to  equal 
BuHrage  rights,  while  they  trample  those 
rights  under  foot  in  the  south. 

The  democratic  party  professes  attach- 
ment to  state  sovereignty  and  home  rule, 
but  ruthlessly  denies  both  to  the 
American  citizens  of  Dakota,  fearing  that 
the  voles  of  the  people  may  be  cast  for  the 
republican  candidates  at  the  coming  presi- 
dential election.  It  professes  love  for  the 
union  soldiers  and  sailors,  but  its  con- 
tinued policy  has  been  to  refuse  relief  to 
the  auOering  defenders  of  the    nation    and 


their  dependents.  It  holds  a  national 
house  of  representatives,  which  alone  can 
originate  changes  of  tax  and  revenue  bills, 
and  it  has  done  nothing  in  its  past  six 
years  control  of  that  body  to  reduce  the 
surplus  accumulation  of  money  in  the 
treasury,  or  to  relieve  the  people  of  unnec- 
essary taxation. 

The  postal  service  affecting  every  interest 
has  become  a  disgracu  to  the  country. 
Partisan  spoilsmen  in  violation  of  civil 
service  reform  principles  have  displaced 
trained,  competent  and  faithful  officers 
many  of  them  ex-union  soldiers.  Every 
function  of  the  government  is  made  sub- 
ordinate to  partisan  en  is. 

That  the  convention  denounce  the  pres- 
ent administration,  which  has  had  control 
of  the  house  of  represeni»tives  for  the  past 
six  years,  in  its  efforts  to  disfranchise  the 
people  of  Dakota  for  political  reasons  only. 
Wo  believe  that  it  is  uijust  and  criminal 
to  longer  deprive  Dakot*  of  statehood. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  of  public 
iniportance  we  believe  aiad  here  record  our 
earnest  conviction  that  a  change  of  ad- 
ministration is  the  pretising  need  of  the 
country,  and  that  it  is  89 demanded  by  the 
jieople.         

The  LOG  Of  THE  Lakes. 

The  City  of  f*s«ie  and  consort  Newcomb 
are  chartered  for  coal,  Buffalo  to  Duluth  at 
<>0  cents. 

Capt.  Rhynas  and  Punier  Simmons  of  the 
Nyack  have  not  yet  recc  vered  from  their 
wonder  at  the  ice  in  Laks  Superior. 

The  large  steamship  Smith  Moore  will  be 
the  first  vessel  to  load  or»  at  Two  Har- 
bors. She  goes  there  tomorrow  for  1,500 
tons. 

Capt.  Coburn  starts  t<>day  for  Ashland 
with  the  tug  Hope,  where  he  will  be  en- 
gaged in  log  towing  during  the  season  with 
the  Hope  and  Paige. 

Rates  are  3  cents  dull  to  Buffalo,  5  cents 
to  Kingston  nothing  ottering,  and  3  cents 
for  spot  wheat  to  4  cents  for  grain  to  ar- 
rive Erie  canal  to  New  Ycrk  city. 

The  tugs  Danforth  and  Williams  are  on 
their  way  to  Ashland  with  one  of  the  Wil- 
liams, Uphams  &  Co.  di-edges  which  will 
work  there  during  the  year.  The  Danforth 
will  remain  there  to  tend  the  dredge. 

Agent  Hurdon,  of  the  Sarnia  line,  re- 
ceived a  telegram  this  moi-ning  stating  that 
the  United  Empire  haii  been  ordered 
through  to  Duluth  this  trip,  and  she  will 
probably  be  here  tomorrow  for  a  flour 
cargo. 

The  monster  wooden  stuamship  Aurora 
is  on  her  first  trip  to  Duluth  with  the  two 
largest  schooners  in  the  world  in  tow,  the 
Adams  and  Dows.  The  three  vessels  have 
a  combined  cargo  of  7,000  tons  of  coal  for 
the  Ohio  company,  and  ai-e  coming  up  at 
rate  of  about  lOJj  miles  p«»r  hour. 

All  wesW  bound  freight  for  the  Omaha 
road  via  the  Transit  line  Irom  Buffalo  and 
the  east  is  now  handled  at  Duluth  instead 
of  Washburn,  as  formerly.  This  is  quite  a 
saving  of  time  for  the  vessels  and  will  make 
a  tremenduous  difference  io  the  amount  of 
such  freight  handled  here.  All  flour  shipped 
« aet  via  the  Omaha  still  goes  to  Washburn 
for  the  simple  and  sole  loason  that  the 
company's  docks  here  are  not  large  enough 
to  handle  both  traffics.

New  YouK,  May  17.— In  regard  to  the 
Buffalo  convention  the  World  says:  "The 
Republican  convention  in  Buffalo  yester- 
day endeavored  to  break  the  record  for 
harmony  made  by  the  Democrats  in  this 
city  on  the  previous  day.  The  sentiment 
seemed  to  be  well  divided  between  Blaine 
and  Depew.  Both  were  thoroughly  well 
cheered." 

The  Tribune  says:  "It  is  clear  that  the 
Republicans  of  the  Empire  State  are  ready 
to  enter  upon  the  campaign  with  unity, 
vigor  and  courage,  with  the  firm  resolve  to 
retrieve  what  Mr.  Pitts,  the  permanent 
chairman  of  yesterday's  convention,  aptly 
called  the  great  accident  of  J  884." 

The  Hearld  says:  "The  delegates  to  the 
national  convention  go  uninstructed. 
That  is  a  significant  incident  of  the  dull 
session.  The  gentlemen  who  represent  the 
party  are  simply  but  tacitly  ordered 
to  keep  their  weather  eyes  open 
as  it  were,  to  steer  clear  of  breakers  at 
Chicago,  to  lie  low— we  speak  after  the 
manner  of  sporting  men— to  take  no  chances 
but  when  the  right  man  appears  to  spare 
not  their  vocal  cords,  but  make  the  welkin 
ring  in  the  back  ground.  Waiting,  perhaps, 
for  the  call  to  the  footlights,  is  the  stately 
figure  of  that  literary  gentleman,  the  fa- 
mous author  of  the  Mulligan  letters— Mr. 
Blaine. 

THE    PRESBYTERIANS. 


New  propeller,  J.  Emery  Owen,  was  suc- 
cessfully launched  yesterday  from  the  De- 
troit dry-dock.  The  Owen, which  is  named 
after  her  owner,  is  one  of  the  finet/t  vessels 
of  her  class  now  afloat.  Her  dimensions 
are  254  feet  six  inches  keel— 271  feet  over 
all;  36  feet  six  inches  beaci,  22  feet  hold, 
and  8  feet  between  decks.  She  has  triple 
expansion  engines,  19,  80,  52  pressure,  and 
40  inch  stroke,  and  two  11x11  Scotch  boi- 
lers. Her  wheel  is  12  feet  in  diametor,  with 
a  14  foot  pitch.  The  Owen  cost  $130,000, 
and  will  be  used  in  the  Duluth  grain  and 
ore  trade. 

Vessel  agents  estimate  that  there  fully 
2,000,000  bushels  of  grain  to  go  out  from 
Duluth— including  the  shipments  of  the 
past  two  days— in  two  wesks.  Nearly  all 
the  tonnage  in  port  is  chartered  for  wheat 
at  3  to  3Ji  cents,  and  this  tonnage  alone 
will  take  out  a  vast  amout  t.  It  is  proba- 
ble that  after  this  amount  of  grain  is 
loaded  out  there  will  not  h»  such  a  rush  of 
shipments  and  that  the  sevSn  million  bush- 
els left  will  go  down  more  slowly,  for  a  time 
at  least.

They  Discuss  the  Color  IJne  in  Convention 
at  Philadelphia  Today. 

Philadei.phia,  May  17.— One  of  the  most 
important  religious  conventions  ever    held 
in  the  United  States,  that  of   the    Presby- 
terian general  assembly,  is  in  session    hers 
today.    A  strong  effort  will  be  made  by  the 
Chicago  delegates,  it  is  reported,    in  favor 
of  tm   consolidation  and  reunion  of  the 
northern     and     southern       Presbyterian 
churches.    Rev.  Dr.  Herrick,  of  the   North- 
western University,  of  Illinois,    it   is    pre- 
dicted, will  strenuously  oppose  the    move- 
ment and  will  introduce  the  following  resol- 
ution:     "The    doctrine   of   the    Northern 
assembly  on  the  spirituality  of  the   church 
as  connected  with  its  political  deliverances 
is  not  essentially  different    from    that    en- 
tertained by  the  old  and    new    school    as- 
semblies.   The  church    cannot  consent  to 
the  establishment  of   a    separate    African 
church."  This  in  the  main  is  the  substance 
of  the  resolution,  the  introduction  of  which 
is  expected  to  create  serious  dissension   in 
the  assembly.    The  proposition    to    disal- 
low the  establishment  of  an  African    Pres- 
byterian church,  which  has  a  much   larger 
following  in  the  south  than    the    northern 
branch  of  the  church  possesses,    it   is    be- 
lieved, will  meet  with    the   strongest    con- 
demnation of  the  majority  of  thedelegates. 
Rev.  Dr.  Gray,  a  co-delegate  with  Dr.  Her- 
rick, says:     "After  the  soldiers  have  united, 
after  the  citizens  haVo    united,  God    forbid 
that  such  a  crime  as  this  should  be  fostered 
and     encouraged      by     the   Presbyterian 
church."    These   sentiments   will    be   em- 
bodied in  an  amendment  to  Dr.    Herrick's 
proposed  resolution,  and  it  is  believed  not 
to  be  improbable  that   the    dissension    of 
this  cardinal    question    may    result    in    a 
schism  in  the  convention.

Pemersboro,  Va.,  May.— The  Republican 
stat«  convention  will  meet  here  today  to 
choose  delegates  to  attend  the  national 
convention.  There  is  considerable  dissat- 
isfaction with  regard  to  the  report  of  the 
committee  which  was  appointed  to  select  a 
list  of  names  and  it  is  doubtful  whether 
their  recommendations  will  be  ratified.

Yesterday   the   Evenimo   Hkbald  called 
the  attention  of  the  council    to   the   neces- 
sity for  is^iuing  tax  certificates  instead  of 
demanding  cash  payments   of   special   as- 
sessments.    That  the  council  should  exer- 
cise the  authority  vested  in  it  in  this   mat- 
ter by   the   legislature,   is  evident    by    the 
enormous    expense    attendant    upon    im- 
provements.    The  cost  per  lot  for  the  pro- 
posed work  on  Michigan   street,  which  has 
already  been  ordered  will  be  |400  to  $420. 
On  First  street,   which   is   also   soon  to  be 
advertised,  some  lots  will  be  taxed  as  high 
as  |840.     These  are  on   that  portion  of  the 
street  which  is   to    be  graded,  paved   and 
sewered.     Where  the  street  is  to  be  simply 
graded  the  estimated  cost  per  lot   is  |266; 
where  gravel  is  to   be   added   this  will  be 
increased  to  $330,   and   where  it  is  to   be 
paved  the  figure   will   reach    $525.     To   a 
man  of  ordinary  means   there   figures  are 
enormous  and  many  industrious   men  will 
be  crippled  badly  if  they  are  compelled  to 
make  a  cash  payment.     If   the  tax    certifi- 
cates are   issued,    payments  can  be  spread 
over  a   period    of    three    years  and  relief 
afforded.    This  plan  can  work  no  hardship 
to  anyone.    The   city   can   readily    obtain 
the  money  necessary  to  proceed   with  im- 
provements and  those  who  do  not  wish  the 
certificates  issued  can  pay  tbeir  taxes.    As 
there  are  no  tenable  objections  to  the  issu- 
ing of    these   certificates,   the  council  can 
have  no  excuse  for  refusing   to  give  poor 
men  the  benefit  of  them.

WHAT    TBB     CAPTim   Of   THB     KAUTUOA   SAW 
NXAS   THE   8UPEBIOB   XMTBT. 

Capt  John  Lowe,  of  the  barge  Kaliyuga, 
told  Capt.  Alec  MoDongall  that  when  he 
was  approaching  Saperior   entry,  working 
bis  way  slowly  in  tbrongh  the  ice,  that  he 
saw  something  upon  the  sarface  of  the  ice 
about  one  thoosand   feet  from   his  ship. 
Upon  examination  with  a  powerful  marine 
glass   this  something  tamed  out  to  be  the 
body   of   a   man,  apparently  frozen   stiff. 
The  body  was  in  a  sitting  posture,  with  the 
bead,  covered  by  a  heavy  fur  cap,  hanging 
down  resting  npon  the  hands  of  the  corpse. 
To   all   appearances  it   looked  as  if  some 
nnfortanate    had    been    overtaken     by    a 
severe  storm   daring   the  winter  and   bad 
saccambed  to  the  cold.      The  body  when 
last   seen'  was,  as  near  as   Captain    Lowe 
ooald  dscertain.  about   one  mile  and  a  half 
straight  oat  from  the  Superior  entry,  but 
as   the  ice   has   shifted  considerably  there 
would    be  but  a  very  small  chance  of  re-, 
covering   the   body  at   this   time.       While 
finishing  his    load  at  the  West  End  eleva- 
tors   yesterday    the    captain    talked    with 
several    marine  men  as  to  the  advisability 
of  attempting  to  recover  the  body,  but  one 
and  all  agreed  that  it  was  impracticable.

WAI  BKIMO  CIXBBRATKO  IN  OBKAT  SHAPE 
TODAY. 

Today ,the  seventeenth  of  May,is  a  day  as 
precious  to  citizens  of  Norwegian  descent, 
as  the  fourth  of  July  is  to  all  true  Amei- 
cans.  Just  eighty  four  years  ago  the  Nor- 
wegians obtained  from  the  government  of 
Sweden  the  right  to  make  their  own  laws, 
or  to  me  a  modern  and  familiar  term,  they 
gained  the  right  of  "Home  Rale,"  the  right 
which  Ireland  is  making  such  a 
gallant  fight  for  today.  The  Svea 
ball  at  the  West  End  is  gay 
with  American,  Norwegian,  Danish  and 
Swedish  flags.  At  2  o'clock  p  m.  the  Scan- 
dinavians generally  assembled  at  their  hall 
and  after  some  preliminary  exercises  and 
speech-making  a  procession  was  formed, 
and,  headed  by  a  band,  they  marched  with 
colors  flying,  in  a  solid  body,  to  Ingalls' 
hall,  where,  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  a 
regular  jubilee  is  being  held,  from  which 
those  who  share  in  the  proceedings  seem 
to  derive  great  satisfaction.  Tonight  will 
be  devoted  to  dancing  and  other  festivities.

Something  Besides  Politics. 


The  caae  of  Owen  Fargussoo  and   others 
owning  property  on   Rice's  Point  through 
which  the  meandered  line  of  the  point  was 
surveyed,  against  the  owners  of  the  water 
lota  beyond  them  has  just  been  decided  by 
the  state   supreme   court.    The  case   had 
previously  been  decided  by  Judge  Stearns 
of  the  district  court  in  favor  of  the  owner- 
ship of  the    meandered    line    carrying    the 
entire       riparian     right       clear    to     the 
efitabli8he<l     dock     line     wherever     that 
might  be,  and  the     defendants    appealed 
to   the   higher  court   onlv  to   meet  with   a 
like  decision  there.    It  is  probable  the  mat- 
ter i*  settled   now   for  all   time,   and   the 
principle    is    firmly  established    that    the 
owner  of    land    through  which    runs    the 
government  survey  of  the  water  frontage 
holds  his    rights  clear   to  the  dock    line, 
wherever  that  may  be  and  however  often 
it  may  be  changed. 

The  case  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
Duluth,  for  the  entire  length  of  Minnesota 
Point,  all  of  Kice's  Point  and  a  great  deal 
of  other  property  hinges  in  title  upon  it. 
The  decision  rendered  by  both  courts  is 
what  has  been  expected  all  along  by  i,eople 
here,  and  would  appear  to  be  the  only  de- 
cision that  could  be  made  under  the  cir- 
cumstances.

THE  GREAT  UNWASHED 


THE   UNABLUENT   BOURBONS 
HOLD  A  POW-POW. 


Alter  » Liively  S«tto  Between  Amea  and 
Doran  the  Battle  is  Declared  a  Draw 
Which  Decision  Does  not  Set  Well  With 
Doran— T,  T.  Hudson,  of  Dulath,  Chosen 
Delegate  to  St.  Louis -Free  Trade  En- 
dorsed. 


St.  Padl,  May  17.— A  man  need  not  nec- 
essarily have  been  nearer  to  St.  Paul  than 
Hinckley  to  hare  realized  that  there  was  a 
Democratic  convention  in  session  at  the 
capital  although  he  knew  nothing  of  it 
l)efore  hand.  A  kilkenny  cat  assembly 
would  be  mild  in  comparrison.  It  appears 
that  each  district  felt  in  duty  bound  to 
have  a  little  fight  of  its  own  in  order  to  be 
in  trim  for  the  "principal  event  of  the 
evening,"  the  Ames— Doran  mill.  Every- 
thing done  after  the  organization  was  la- 
belled,  "in    the    interests    of     harmony." 

The  final  outcome  was  a  draw  between 
Amea  and  Doran,  the  latter  recovering 
from  his  dazed  condition  in  the  morning 
and  making  a  great  showiag  in  the  after- 
noon. The  Doran  faction  named  Eugene 
Wilson  of  Mmneapolis  for  temporary  chair- 
man and  the  Ames  following  Ed  Durant, 
of  Stillwater.  In  the  call  of  counties  Hen- 
nepin was  announced  a  unit|ot  thirty  eight 
votes  for  Durant.  Several  Hennepin  dele- 
gates protested  that  they  were  for  Wilson. 
The  chairman  stated  that  the  county  con- 
vention hadj*  instructed  them  to  vote 
as  a  unit.  Mr.  Wilson  gracefully  settled 
the  dispute  by  asking  that  the  vote  be  cast 
for  Durant.  Rambey  county's  thirty-eight 
votes  went  to  Wilson  and  he  was  elected 
by  a  vote  of  207  to  146.  Mr.  Wilson  was 
escorted  to  the  chair  by  Mr.  Durant  and 
said:  The  one  thing  sssential  to  the  Minne- 
sota Democracy  was  harmonious  loyalty 
to  the  delegation  finally  selected  to  St. 
Louis.  The  party  in  Minnesota  has  been 
growing  stronger  since  it  so  nearly  carried 
the  state  two  years  ago  and  with  harmony 
it  can  carry  the  state  this  fall.  So  general 
is  the  sentiment  of  Minnesota  Democrats 
in  favor  of  the  renomination  of  President 
Cleveland  that  the  action  of  this  conven- 
tion in  the  nomination  of  delegates  will  be 
merely  formal.  There  is  no  question  but 
that  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of 
this  state,  irrespective  of  politics,  are  in 
favor  of  a  large  reduction  of  the  inquitous 
war  tariff. 

After  the  noon  recess  the  temporary  or- 
ganization was  made  permanent  and  Col. 
Crooks  presented  a  resolution  to  elect  four 
delegates  at  large  to  be  voted  upon  together 
and  the  four  receiving  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  to  be  chosen.  Mr.  Durant  amended 
by  the  words:  Realizing  the  services 
rendered  the  party  by  both  Doran  and 
Ames  resolved  that  the  convention  de- 
clare them  both  elected  delegates  at  large 
to  St.  Louis.  Amid  great  applause  this 
was  carried  without  dissent. 

During  a  recess  then  taken,  district  dele- 
gates were  cbostn  as  follows:  First  district, 
W.  W.  Mayo,  Olmstead;  D.  R.  P.  Hibbs. 
Freeborn.  Second,  R.  O  Craig,  Waseca; 
E.  G.  Pahl,  Brown.  Third,  E.  C  Stringer, 
Dakota;  J.  M.  Picer,  Kandirohi.  Fourth, 
P.  B.  Winston,  Hennepin;  C.  D.  O'Brien, 
Ramsey.  Fifth,  William  Anglin.  Polk;  T. 
T.  Hunson,  St.  Louis. 

Mr.  Ames  rising  to  a  personal  explana- 
tion said  that  though  named  first  in  the 
list  of  delegates  at  large  be  wished  to  have 
the  question  of  the  chairmanship  of  the 
delegation  left  to  the  delegation  itself. 

The  Chairman — That  would  be  the  case 
anyway,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
convention. 

Dr.  Ames,  continuing — I  am  willing  to 
sacrifice  myself  if  necessary  to  prevent 
fratricidal  quarrels.  I  did  not  intend  to 
go  to  St.  Louis  as  a  delegate,  but  repre- 
sentatives from  all  over  the  state 

HATE  COME  TO  ME 

aud  asked  me  to  go,  and  I  now  state  that 
I  will  go.  Both  Mr.  Doran  and  I  will  go, 
and  I  am  willing  to  shake  hands  with  Mr. 
Doran  across  the  bloody  chasm. 

There  were  loud  calls  for  Doran  but  he 
simply  sat  still  and  shook  his  head. 

The  platform  is  bulky  but  refers  to  the 
tariff  question  only.  It  closes  with  these 
words:  "We  declare  it  to  be  our  judgment 
that  the  followinz  articles  should  go  on  the 
free  list:  Salt,  coal,  wood,  lumber,  sugar, 
iron,  steel,  drugs  and  medicines,  clothing, 
household  goods,  tools,  machinery  had  all 
raw  materials." 

A  complimentary  resolution  thanking  the 
Democratic  congressmen  from  this  state 
was  passed  after  Knnte  Nelson's  name  was 
tacked  on,  it  being  given  out  that  he  was 
now  working  hand  in  hand  with  Demo-, 
cracy. 

A.  J.  Whiteman,  who  was  a  candidate 
from  this  district,  withdrew  for  the  sake  of 
harmony  when  some  opposition  was  shown 
toward  him. 


ARRESTED  FOR  ARSON. 

The  Nervousness  ot  One  Criminal  Leads 
to  a  Double  Capture. 

Waterloo,  Iowa,  May  18.— About  a  week 
since  an  attempt  was  made  to  set  fire  to  a 
wooden  store  building  at  Ackley  belonging 
to  Mr.  Frances.  Yesterday  morning  F.  P. 
Willie  »nd  Mr.  Springer,  of  that  place,  were 

arrested  on  the  charge  of  arson.  The  cause 
which  led  to  this  was  indirectly  the  fact 
that  numerous  stories  had  been  set  afloat 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  some  of  them  im- 
plicating Mr.  Willis.  As  a  result,  one  of 
the  insurance  agents  cancelled  a  policy  of 
$500  on  Mr.  Willis'  stock.  One  clause  of 
a  mortgage  on  this  stock  bound  Willis  to 
keep  the  insurance  up  to  $18,000,  and  not 
being  able  to  get  the  additional  $500  at 
once,  Mr.  ^Diffenbacher,  of  whom  Willis 
purchased  the  stock,  deemed  himself  inse- 
cure, and  stepped  in  and  took  possession. 
Yesterday  afternoon  Springer,  seeing  that 
Willis  was  getting  into  trouble,  and  fearing 
that  he  might  be  implicated  in  some  way, 
went  before  a  justice  ot  the  peace  and 
made  a  confession  that  he  bad  set  fire  to 
the  building,  but  that  the  plans  were  laid 
by  Willis  alone,  and  he  was  simply  the  tool 
to  carry  the  plans  into  effect.

Lewisbcro,  Pa.,  May  19.— The  sanitary 
convention  called  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Pennsylvania  state  beard  of  health  assem- 
bled in  Music  hall,  here  this  morning  the 
invitation  of  the  health  authoritiies  being 
largely  responded  to.

The  Osaifrage  leaves  tomorrow  morning 
tor  Port  Arthur. 

The  keepers  ot  Huron  Island  and  Stan- 
nard  Rock  lights,  Lake  Superior,  have  just 
been  taken  to  their  lonely  c  uarters. 

The  C.  Tower  cleared  during  last 
night  with  a  full  cargo  uf  flour,  making 
shipments  for  the  day  aboit  35,000  bar- 
rels. 

Wheat  loaded  into  vessi'ls  foj  the  24 
hours  ending  laijt  night  wero  473.413  bush- 
els. Shipinouts  for  the  week  have  \ieon 
about  a  million  bushels. 

According  to  the  board  <it  trade  report 
531,259  bU!>helH  of  wheat  were  shipped  out 
yesterday.  This  is  the  largest  amount  ever 
sent  forward  from  Duluth  in  one  day. 

The  brand  new  steamship  Gladstone 
steamed  into  port  this  morning  with  the 
Schooner  Cobb  in  tow.  Ttie  Gladstone  is 
making  her  trial  trip  from  the  dry  docks 
and  has  pulled  her  consort  at  the  regular 
rate  of  eleven  niiler<  iin  hour,  an  almost  un- 
precedented speed  io<-  a  new  vessel.  She  is 
one  of  the  finetit  nliip^*  ever  turned  out  at 
the  Radcliffe  yurris. 

The  Port  Arthur  Sentinel  speaking  of  the 
ice  in  Thunder  bay  ^Mys:  About  midway 
between  Marks'  dock  and  the  lighthouse 
she  encountered  heavier  ice  and  a  greater 
head  of  steam  wan  requir>'d  to  break  her 
way  throng  the  field  which  was  in  some  in- 
stances as  much  as  18  inches  in  thickness.

THE  SNY  LEVEE  GIVES  AWAY    IN 
OTHER  PLACES. 


Thousands  of  Acres  of  AKricaltural  Lands 
Inundated  and  Many  Cattle  and  Other 
Stock  Drowned— The  River  Twenty  Alilea 
Wide  and  Spreading  Rapidly  to  the 
Bluffsof  Both  the  Illinois  and  Miasouri 
Sides. 


QuiNCY,  111.,  May  18.— A  great  flood  now 
prevails  along  the  Mississippi  and  it  has 
never  been  equalled  but  in  1851.  Ten  days 
ago  water  reached  the  danger  point  and 
from  that  time  it  has  been  rising  steadt'y 
four  to  ten  inches  daily.  The  government 
guage  now  marks  nineteen  feet,  nine  inches, 
seven  inches  higher  than  in  1881.  Above 
and  below  Quincy  there  are  over  a  hundred 
miles  ot  levees  for  the  protection  of  200,- 
000  acres  of  the  most  productive  farming 
lands  in  the  valley.  Sunday  the  first 
break  occurred  in  one  of  these.  During  the 
day  two  other  crevasses  were  made  and 
within  a  tew  hours  thousands  of  acres  of 
winter  wheat  was  laid  waste.  The  farmers 
have  been  working  on  the  embank  ment  night 
and  day  in  the  hope  of  saving  their  homes. 
When  the  flood  came  the  majority  had 
barely  time  to  save  their  families.  Outside 
ot  the  embankment  was  the  great  river,  a 
solid  body  twenty  feet  deep.  As  soon  as  a 
crevasse  was  made  it  poured  through  the 
opening  with  a  roar.  Every  moment  in- 
creased the  widtli.  Thrifty  hotues  were 
deserted  on  a  mom  -iit's  notice  from  riders 
sent  to  give  warning.  In  many  cases 
she  people  were  oblijjed  to  leave  every- 
thing and  fly.  Yesterday  the  crevasse 
in  the  Sny  levee  at  E^st  Hannibal  was  fol- 
lowed soon  by  another  break  a  mile  south. 
Last  night  the  destruction  in  all  the  levee 
districts  was  complete,  not  anacre  in  this 
vast  territory  can  escape.  The  loss  is 
simply  incalculable.  Cattle  and  hx)rse8  in 
many  localities  were  drowned.  The  river 
is  ten  to  fifteen  miles  broad  extending  from 
the  bluffs  on  the  Illinois  hide  to  the  bluffs 
on  in  Missouri.  On  dry  places  on  the  em- 
bankment hundreds  of  cattle,  horses  and 
hogs  are  without  feed.  Far  across  on  the 
opposite  bluffs  are  gathered  hundreds  of 
men,  women  and  children  desolate,  forlorn 
despairing-.  Many  are  utterly  destitute  with 
neitherclothii'nuorshelter.  Some  are  suffer- 
ing for  food.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  aid 
them.  The  railroads  running  into  Quincy 
are  seriously  embarrassed.  Their  losses 
will  be  much  mure  serious  than  antici- 
pated. (.' immunication  to  the  west  from 
this  citv  in  eiirireiy  cut  off.  Every  road  is 
underwater.  lu  this  city  factories  and 
warehouses  are  seriously  embarrassed. 
Large  bnilditif^s  are  being  gradually  under- 
mined by  the  waters.  At  a  meeting  last 
uieht  monpy  was  freely  subincribed  to  pro- 
vide provisionn  and  clothina,  committees 
were  appointed  to  solicit  aid.  'The  water 
is  steadily  rising  and  the  worst  is  not  yet 
reached. 

LIVELY  DEPEW. 

How  he  Captured  the  Braves  of  the  Wild 
West— Some  Happy  Hlta  on  Timely 
Topics. 

Detroit  Special:  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  of 
New  York,  arrived  in  this  city  last  evening 
to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Michi- 
gan Central  road  today.    He  wa«  almost 

immediately  captured  by  the  "Michigan 
Commandery  of  the  Loyal  Legion,"  which 
was  in  session,  and  drafted  into  their 
banquet  held  in  the  evening,  where  he  paid 
for  his  admission  and  supper  by  a  charac- 
teristically happy  speech.  He  opened  by 
alluding  to  the  tact  that  the  West  captured 
the  best  blood  of  the  East,  and  that  it  never 
returned  again;  "but,"  said  Mr.  Uepew, 
"there  is  one  thing  about  a  Western  Tiown 
— I  mean  away  up  in  the  Northwest, — that 
pleases  me  l>eyond  anything  in  the  Uaited 
States. 

"I  do  love  in  theannualtour  that  I  make 
to  strike,  away  up  a  thousand  miles  from 
here,-  a  'booming'  town  where  everybody 
has  got  rich  in  reality,  and  profoundly  rich 
in  imagination;  where  lots  are  selling  at 
$2,000  the  front  toot  one  day  and  $4,000 
the  next  day.  I  stood  last  fall  in  one  of 
those  towns  up  near  the  Arctic  Circle,  upon 
a  lot  which  had  sold  the  day  before  for 
$4,000  a  front  foot,  or  more  than  they 
charge  on  Fifth  avenue  in  New  York.  The 
proprietor  ot  it  took  me  out  on  the  lake  to 
show  me  the  city,  for,  he  said,  'the  mud  is 
so  deep  in  the  streets  I  cannot  show  it  to 
you  in  any  other  way.'     [Laughter.] 

"And  as  he  was  pointing  out  this  lot  and 
telling  me  the  marvelous  prices  they  had 
brought,  I  said  to  him  :  "Y'ou  seem  to  have 
everything  but  a  cemetery.  Is  it  because 
land  is  so  scarce  here  that  you  throw  your 
dead  in  the  lake?"  [Laughter.]  'Oh,  no,' 
said  he.  "Where  you  see  that  solitary 
white  stone  up  yonder,  was  the  cemetery, 
but  it  became  so  valuable  we  had  to  dig 
them  np  and  plant  them  over  the  hill.  But 
it  was  n«t  an  unmixed  evil,  for  the  princi- 
pal avenue  ran  right  by  my  lot  and  made 
it  a  corner  one.  I  had  to  take  up  my  wife, 
but,  dear  old  girl,  she  would  have  enjoyed 
it  if  she  could  have  known  about  it,  be- 
cause she  always  was  wild  about  the 
growth  of  the  town."  [Prolonged  laughter.] 

THE  FIGHTING  PARSONS. 


The   Presb3^erian    Row    in   Philadelphia 
Still  Waxes  Warm, 

Philadelphia,  May  18.— A  private  caii- 
cus  ot  the  board  of  managers  of  the  general 
Presbyterian  assembly  now  in  session  here 
was  held  last  night  to  consider  the  steps  to 
be  taken  relative  to  the  resolution  which 
was  drafted  b?  Rev.  Dr.  Herrick,  of  Chi- 
cago, as  to  the  question  of  the  establish- 
ment of  an  African  Presbyterian  church. 
It  is  believed  that  this  question  will  divide 
the  assembly.  Rev.  Alexander  Alison,  pas- 
tor of  the  Alexander  church,  of  this  city, 
endeavored  to  forestall  the  action  of  the 
assembly  by  delivering  a  special  address 
upon  this  subject.  His  text  was  taken 
from  the  sixth  verse  of  the  forty-third 
chapter  of  Isaiah,  "I  will  say  to  the  north, 
give  up;  and  to  the  south,  keep  not  back." 
He  said  that  the  North  stood  with  open 
arms  ready  to  receive  the  South,  but  there 
were  questions  which  must  be  settled  be- 
fore the  reunion  took  place.  He  cited  the 
question  ot  separate  congregations  for  the 
colored  people  which  is  now  being  agitated 
in  the  South,  and  which  plan  the  church  of 
the  North  condemns.  He  said  it  would  be 
unfair  to  condemn  their  Southern  brothers 
tor  their  proceedings  in  the  negro  question 
without  a  thorough  investigation,  as  it  in- 
Tolved  a  greater  scope  of  circumstances 
than  in  the  North.  "The  speaker  said  the 
first  Presbyterian  church  was  established 
in  Philadelphia  in  1701,  when  there  were 
only  500  buildings  in  the  city.

SUSAN  GETS  DAMAGES 


A  PECULIAR  AND   SENSATIONAL 
BREACH  OF  PROMISE   SUIT. 


An  EngUsh  Salt  Involving  Family  Rela- 
tionship of  the  31an  and  Wife— The  Fore- 
fathers Have  Nothing  to  do  With  the 
Case  According  to  the  Court,  and  a  Ver- 
dict Rendered  for  the  Plaintiil. 


LoNDo.N,  May  18.— One  ot  the  most  curi- 
ous cases  of  divorce  involving  family  rela- 
tionship tried  for  many  years  past  in  the 
English  courts  has  just  been  decided  by  the 
presiding  judge.  Susan  Davidson,  daughter 
ot  a  farmer  at  Chapel  Haddlesey,  near  Sel- 
by,  sued  George  Thomas  Hartley,  a  farmer 
in  the  same  locality,  at  Leed's  assizes,  for 
breach  ot  promise  of  marriage.  The  parties 
were  related  by  marriage  and  had  been 
friends  for  a  number  of  years.  The  defend- 
ant had  been  oreviously  married  and  his 
wife  died  in  June,  1886,  leaving  a  child  four 
years  of  e^e.  In  February,  1887.  the  de- 
fendant commenced  paying  attentions  to 
Susan  and  took  her  outdriving  in  his  dog 
cart  and  asked  her  to  be  his  wife.  The 
evidence  showed  that  they  walked  out  to- 
gether frequently  and  occupied  the  same 
pew  in  church.

Harmony  among  the  Democrats  of  .\Iin 
neeota  is  spelled  with  a  big  H  now.  Doran 
defeated  Ames  in  the  preliminary  organi- 
zation of  the  cenvention  y  wterJay  by  sixty 
majority.     But  Ames  is  like  the  ghost  thit 
would  not  down.     By  a  unanimous  vote  he 
was  chosen  with  Doran  as  the  first  on  the 
list  of  delegates  at  large  and    by   courtesy 
be  i»  entitled  to  be  the    chairman    of    the 
delegation.  He  not  will  insist  upon  this  and 
Doran  will  not  yield  this    point    and    the 
D  jran— Ames  war  is  transferred  to  the  del- 
egation of  fourteen.  Who  will  win,  remains 
to  be  seen.    Generally  the    Democrats  are 
satisfied  with  the  outcome  of  the    conven- 
tion.    Doran,  however,    was    not    entirely 
happy.     Ames    extended    bis    hand,   it  is 
said,  and  offered    overtures    of    peace  but 
Doran  was  not  ready  to  accept.    Indeed  it 
is  claimed  he  even   refused    to    take    the 
hand  of  the  genial  dictor  and    when    inter- 
viewed last  evening  he  had  not    yet    deci- 
ded to  accept  the  trust  imposed  upon  him. 
He  cannot  accept  it  and    be    true    to    his 
word,  for  in  advance  he  declared  he   would 
not  accept  the  nominotion  for    delegate  if 
Ames    was    placed    on      the      delegation. 
Evidently  he  did   not  anticipate   such  an 
outcome  of   the  struggle.      But  Ames    is 
more  than  happy,  and  is  now  ready  to  be- 
come  either   a   candidate  fur  congress  or 
for   the  governorship.      Rtpablioans   are 
hoping  that  he  will  accept  the  latter.      He 
can  not  be  elected,  but  for  the  former  posi- 
tion he  might  be.  « 

Whiteman   caused    a   lively  breeze.    He 
was  nominated  in  a  handsome  speech  by  a 
beardless    youth  of  one   of    the   granger 
oonnUes,    who     put    him  forward     as    a 
representative      of      the      young    Demo- 
cry    of    the    state.

Capt.  McLaughlin  of  the  police  force,  is 
evidently  a  .trifle  rusty  in  his  German. 
Frank  Tatka,  living  at  the  corner  of  Elev- 
enth street  and  8ixth  avenue  east,  came 
down  to  police  headquarters  this  morning 
and  took  away  the  otfii-er's  breath  by  an- 
nouncing that  a  neighbor  had  stolen  nine 
oi  his  children.  At  least  that  is  what 
Captain  McLaughlin  supposed  the  man 
was  trying  to  get  at  in  his  broken  tongue. 
What  Mr.  Tatka  desired  to  convey  was 
that  that  the  children  of  a  neighbor 
had  been  stealing  a  fence  from  his  premises. 
About  all  the  captain  could  make  out  were 
the  words  "children"  and  "stealing."  He 
asked  Tatka  if  some  one  had  been  stealing 
his  children.  "Nein  children,"  said  the 
latter. 

Capt.  McLaughlin's  conclusion,  it  will  be 
seen,  could  be  easily  arrived  at  by  one 
who»e  German  is  rusty  and  the  reporter 
would  not  have  mentioned  it.  but  th-it,  in 
the  hope  of  a  sensation,  he  was  inveighled 
into  a  trip  up  the  hill. 

PRENTISS  AGAIN. 

TBK  NEW  YORK  CLAIMANT  TO  BRIN«  SUIT 
AOAINST  ISDIVIDCAL  OWNERS  IN  THK  SEC- 
TION CLAIMED  BY  HIM. 

The  antitjue  chestnut  known  as  Prentiss' 
suit  is  liable  to  again  come  up  in  the  courts. 
Mr.  Prentiss  himself,  who  apparently  still 
labors  under  the  hallucination  that  he 
owns  a  big  slice  of  Duluth,  arrivad  in  the 
city  yesterday  afternoon  and  proposes  to 
again  test  his  alleged  claim.  The  worthy 
gentleman  has  been  so  often  defeated  in 
his  claims  that  he  must  now  suppose  he 
has  new  and  stronger  proof  of  the  strength 
of  his  claim,  and  this,  he  states,  he  has. 
What  the««  new  proofs  may  be  is  of  course 
only  a  matter  of  conjecture,  for  he  natur- 
ally refuses  to  enlighten  an  anxious 
public,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  they 
will  not  prove  such  a  boomerang  as  did  his 
"additional  witnesses  and  further  proof," 
adduced  by  him  at  the  last  trial  of  his  case, 
and  by  whose  own  testimony  the  idiocy  of 
his  claims  was  so  strongly  shown  that  the 
case  was  thrown  out  of  court  on  the 
ground  of  no  cause  for  action.  Prentiss 
and  his  lawyers  may  think  he  owns  a  mile 
square  in  the  heart  of  Duluth,  "beginning 
at  a  rock  near  St.  Louis  bay,"  or  he  may 
think  he  owns  all  Minnesota.  bu%  his  actual 
claims  are  so  shallow  and  followed  with 
such  persistency  as  to  more  than  suggest 
the  idea  of  blackmail  in  his  proceedings. 

It  is  understood  that  he  will  again  bring 
suit,  this  time  against  individual  owners. 

SLEEPINCCmRS  TO   TOWER. 

THE  DULUTH  A  IRON  BANGS  WILL  PITT  ON  A 
NIGHT  TKAIN  BETWEEN  DULUTH  AND  THE 
VEHMILION  RANGE. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railway  has 
concluded,  owing  to  the  large  and  constant- 
ly increasing  passenger  business,  to  put  on 
a  night  trgin  between  the  termini  of  the 
lines.  The  new  train  will  probably  begin 
running  nest  week  and  will  be  equipped 
with  a  Pullman  palace  sleeping  car  of  the 
most  approved  pattern.

BUTCHERS  TO  BOYCOTT 


A     CONVENTION      OF      CLEAVER 
MANIPULATORS. 


A  Great  Fight  to  be  Inaugurated  Against 
Beet  Dresner*— If  aU  Else  Falls  the 
Batchers  irill  Resort  to  the  Boycott 
—An  Effort  Will  be  Made  to  Have  Each 
State  Fassa  Meat  Inspection  Law.

I^ii.ADKLPHiA,  May  19.— The  hotels  are 
(Iliad  with  well-fed,  rotund-looking  men, 
and  others  are  arriving  on  every  train  from 
various  points.  They  are  the  delegates  to 
the  butchers'  national    convention,   which 

assembles  here  this  afterncon,and  when  all 
have  arrived  there  will  be  about  1,600 
present.  The  proceedings  will  be  of  great 
importance  and  interest,  as  the  memberr 
ot  the  association  are  determined  to  in- 
augurate a  campaign  against  the  dressed 
beef  men,  who,  it  is  claimed,  have  en- 
croached upon  the  business  of  the  butchers 
to  a  ruinous  extent.  Relief  will  be  sought 
through  the  various  state  legislatures,  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  present  gathering 
to  draft  a  bill  which  shall  serve  as  a  basis 
of  operations  in  all  the  states,  and  thus 
secure  concerted  action.  Said  a  delegate 
this  morning:  "It  should  be  understood  by 
the  public  that  we  are  working  for  their 
interest  as  well  as  our  own.  Our  plan  is 
to  have  every  state  in  the  union  pass  a  law 
providing  for  cattle  inspection.  If  we  can 
do  this  we  can  prevent  the  shipment  of 
diseased  cattle  to  Chicago  and  other 
slaughtering  points  where  they  are  killed 
and  sent  out  as  dressed  beef.  We  will  also 
ask  for  legislation  against  adulterated  lard, 
which  is  composed  of  cotton  seed  oil  and 
dead  hog  fat.  But  our  big  fight  is  against 
the  dressed  beef  men,  and  if  all  other  means 
fail  we  will  inaugurate  one  of  the  biggest 
boycotts  ever  seen.  Dressed  beef  must  go." 
The  convention  will  remain  in  session  four 
days,  and  little  will  be  done  today  beyond 
preliminary  organization. 

THE  BLUE  BOOK. 

Its  Bearing  Upon  the  Condition  of  Italian 
and  English  Affairs  In  Africa. 

Rome,  May  19.— The  parliamentary  blue- 
book  which  has  just  been  issued,  bearing 
upon  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Africa  has 
produced  a  most  unfavorable  impression. 
From  a  perusal  of  its  contents  it  appears 
that  the  inaction  of  the  Italian  army  at 
Massawah  has  been  attributed,  in  a  great 
measure,  to  the  repr<>seatation  of  the  Brit- 
ish government.  On  October  12,  1887, 
Lord  Salisbury  requested  of  Signor  Crispi 
that  he  order  a  suspension  of  military 
practice  until  the  return  to  Massawah  of 
Mr.  Portal's  English  mission,  which  was 
then  in  Abyssinia.  Signor  Crispi  absented, 
but  in  two  subsequent  dispatches  he  com- 
plained to  Loid  Salisbury  of  the  slowness 
of  the  Purtal  party,  and  finally,  on  Derem- 
ber  18,  notified  the  British  foreign  office 
that  the  near  apprjach  of  the  season  when 
military  operations  would  be  impractic- 
able, would  oblige  him  to  order  the  Italian 
troops  to  take  the  field.  As  the  event 
proved,  however,  the  opportunity  for  Gen. 
S.ui  Mariano  had  passed,  and  the  cam- 
paign terminated  futilely.if  not  disastrous- 
ly. The  chamber  of  deputies  is  indignnnt 
over  this  showing.  Signor  de  Renzia, 
speaking  on  the  subject,  said:  "The  mo- 
ment has  now  arrived,  when  the  govern- 
ment must  do  something.  After  fourteen 
months  and  an  expenditure  of  millious,  we 
still  have  neither  peace  nor  war.  Our  sol- 
diers are  discouraged  and  have  lost  all 
confidence  in  their  leaders,  both  in  the  field 
and  in  the  cabinet.  We  may  call  Dogali  a 
glorious  hecatomb,  but  Saati  is  none  the 
less  an  empty  inutility."  Signor  Crispi,  in 
his  characteristically  impertim^ot  tone,  re- 
plied that  the  blue-book  was  not  a  subject 
for  academic  discussion.  Italy  and  Eng- 
land could  not  maintain  opposing  interests 
in  Abyssinia,  but  must  stand  or  fall  to- 
gether. This  declaration  was  received  in 
silence,  the  feeling  being  that  if  the  premier 
stated  the  case  correctly  England  should 
do  her  share  toward  bringing  about  a  solu- 
tion of  the  Abyssinian  problem. 

CHICAGO  THEATRES. 

The  N^w  Waverly  Opens  Tonight— Close 
ot  the  Columbia  and  Propoxed  Improve- 
ment, 

Chicaoo,  May  19.— The  new  Waverly 
Theatre  (formerly  Grenier's  Garden)  at 
West  Madison  and  Ada  streets,  opens  to- 
night, Dunlap's  Opera  company,  in  the 
Beggar  Student,  will  officiate  at  the  christ- 
ening, and  will  bold  the  boards  for  twelve 
weeks,  producing,  besides  the  initial  opera, 
the  Black  Hussar,  Falka,  Prince  Methus- 
alem,  Don  Cwsar  and  other  popular  light 
operas.  The  new  play  house  has  been 
transformed  from  a  shabby,  one-siory 
affair  into  a  bright  auditorium,  decorated 
in  white  and  gold  and  with  a  seating  capac- 
ity of  2,600.  Th'ire  are  eight  private  boxes 
upholstered  in  t>eacock  blue  plush  and  the 
stage  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  city.  The 
opera  sompany,  besides  a  chorus  of  thirty 
persona,  numbers  among  its  principles 
many  Chicago  favorites — notably,  John 
McWade  and  wile — and  the  new  theatre, 
having  no  cometition  in  that  portion  of 
the  city,  will  undoubtedly  enjoy  a  large 
patronage. 

The  Columbia  Theatre  closes  tonight  for 
the  season.  The  house  will  immediatdy 
be  put  mto  the  hands  of  workmen,  who 
will  entirely  remodel  it  and  make  of  it  one 
of  the  handsomest  places  ol  entertainment 
in  the  west.  The  cost  of  the  reconstruction 
is  estimated  at  $50,000.  Messrs.  Morton 
and  Parley  are  the  new  managers  of  the 
house,  and  the  record  of  the  former  gentle- 
man as  manager  of  the  Chestnut  Street 
Theatre,  of  Philadelphia,  warrants  the  be- 
lief that  the  new  Columbia  will  enjoy  a 
high  reputation  during  the  coming    season. 

LIBBY   PRISON. 

It  Is  Turned  Over   to  Its  Mew    Owner    for 
Removal  to  Chicago, 

Richmond,  Va.,  May  19.— The  old  Libby 
prijBoa  building  was  today  turned  over  to 
W.  H.  Gray,  of  Chicago,  its  purchaser,  the 
price  being,  it  is  said,  $23,000.  The  work 
of  removing  the  historic  structure  to  Chi- 
cago,where  it  will  be  used  as  a  museum, will 
begin  at  once.  Thide  tracks  will  be  run 
alongside  the  building,  which  will  be  taken 
down  piecemeal  and  carefully  numbered,  so 
that  it  may  be  set  up  in  Chicago,  exactly 
as  it  stands  here  today.  Some  feeling  has 
been  expressed  in  this  city  against  permit- 
ting the  removal  of  the  old  land  mark,  but 
the  general  sentiment  18  that  as  Mr.  Gray 
had  bought  and  paid  for  the  building,  no 
obstacles  should  be  placed  in  the  way  of 
his  disposing  r  f  it  us  he  sef  s  fit.  The  prison 
is  being  visited  by  hundreds  dt  citisens  who 
wish  to  look  for  the  last  time  upon  what 
has  been  a  Richmond  celebrity  for  twenty- 
three  years,  and  which  now  goes  to  the 
shores  of  Lake  Michi;;an,  where  it  will  be 
even  more  ol  un  attraction  to  the  curious.

AROUND  THE  LAKES. 

The  Ossifrage  will  carry  quite  a  party  to 
Grand  Msraia  and  Port  Arthur  this  even- 
ing-. 

Carters  of  190,000  bus  wheat  to  Buffalo 
were  made  last  night,  all  presumably  at  3 
cents. 

A  signal  station  has  been  established  at 
Ashland  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  collec- 
tor of  the  port. 

Th6  passenger  steamer  Fountain  City  is 
due  this  evening  from  Buffalo.  The  fine 
steamer  Wisconsin  is  due  tomorrow. 

The  L.  M.  and  L.  8.  Steamer  J.  L.  Hurd 
has  arrived  at  Ashland  and  sent  her  pas- 
sengers on  to  Duluth  by  rail.  She  is  load- 
ing lumber  for  Chicago. 

Judging  by  the  way  vessels  have  been 
arriving  this  week  the  estimate  of  113  ves- 
sels on  the  way  to  Duluth,  made  a  week 
ago  by  Capt.  McDougall.  was  not  at  all 
high. 

There  is  said  to  be  much  detention  of 
vessels  at  several  Lake  Superior  ports,  es- 
pecially those  not  accustomed  to  handle 
vessels  with  despatch.  Marquette  is  espe- 
cially mentioned. 

The  Barker  made  the  trip  up  from  Grand 
Marais  in  exactly  ten  hours  and  through 
large  fields  of  ice  at  that.  Skipper  Flynn 
may  congratulate  himself  upon  having  the 
fleetest  craft  in  Duloth. 

Advices  from  Port  Arthur  state  that 
about  a  dozen  vessels,  including  the  United 
Empire,  Campana,  Alberta,  Bulgaria,  Do- 
minion, Augusta,  Brandon,  Kegina,  Bredon 
and  others,  were  yesterday  about  ten  miles 
away  and  trying  to  get  in.  It  was  believed 
they  would  make  port  by  today. 

The  steamship  Aurora,  the  largest 
wooden  vessel  on  the  lakes  arrived  this 
noon  towing  the  fire  masted  schooner 
David  Dows.  Tbe  Dowb  is  the  largest 
srhooner  rigged  vessel  afloat  either  on  salt 
water  or  fresh.  The  two  carry  on  fourteen 
feet  draft  of  water,  4,500  tons  and  with 
the  schooner  Adams,  which  formed  part  of 
tbe  tow  as  tar  as  Ashland,  they  carried 
7,000  tons  of  coal.  That  the  Aurora  is 
as  powerful  as  she  is  large  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  three  vessels  have  made  an 
average  S|jeed  of  ten  miles  per  hour  coming 
up  the  lakes. 

Speaking  of  the  proposed  withdrawal  ot 
the  Lehigh  lines  of  freight  carriers  from 
Chicago,  the  Inter  Oceanlsays:  "The  mat- 
ter is  a  direct  outcome  of  the  suicidal 
policy  of  the  champions  of  the  Landon  or- 
dinance and  like  short-sighted  measures. 
Big  corporations  like  the  Lehigh  Transpor- 
tation company  can  not  and  will  not  put 
up  with  tbe  manifold  and  arbitrary  re- 
strictions such  as  are  imposed  on  com- 
merce at  this  port.  The  Lehigh  Valley 
line  rrpresents  an  invested  capital  ot  nearly 
$.5,000,OUU,  has  eight  large  freight  steam- 
ships continually  running  between  Chicago 
and  Buffalo,  and  directly  and  indirectly 
fsens  almost  1,000  mouths  in  this  city.  It 
is  to  1)0  houed  that  the  company  will  not 
act  hastily  in  the  matter.  The  Landon 
effort  is  not  a  law,  and  it«  promoters  may 
yet  »e->  the  folly  of  forcing  it  into 
operation.  '  The  Lehigh  line  has 
been  running  its  vessels  to  Duluth  at  differ- 
ent times  ior  some  yeais,  and  last  tall  had 
four  or  five  in  ^.ij  flour  and  package  freight 
trade  here.  .Manager  Henry,  of  the  Una, 
was  in  Duluth  f>  itiiort  time  ago  and  should 
any  change  be  made  from  Chicago,  as  now 
seems  proba'ole.  it  will  undoubtedly  be  to 
t'lis  city.  It  is  a«t4erved  that  beyond  a 
doubt  the|L:bigii  ^line  will  withdraw  at 
least  half  of  tbe  fleet,  and  as  soon  as  its 
business  is  cleared  up,  and  existing  con- 
tracts filled,  would  take  off  all  the  boats. 
The  company  has  arrived  at  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  game  is  not  worth  the  pow- 
der, and  that  a  more  hospitable  port  can 
be  Hvcurod  for  its  Western  terminus.  Should 
Duluth  secure  the  line  it  will  prove  a  good 
thing  for  its  lake  business.

July  opened  %c 
above  the  closing  prices  of  yesterday  and  a 
cent  above  the  curb  at  90,  dropped  oH 
slowly  and  steadily  under  the  pressure  to 
sell  to  88%,  the  close.  December  wheat 
sold  at  89^,  and  went  off  to  88,^c. 

The  week  closes  with  a  decline  from  last 
Saturday  ot  Ic  on  cash  and  May,  and  IJ^c 
on  June  and  July.

ARRESTED  FOR  ARSON. 

The  Nervousness  ot  One  Criminal  Leads 
to  a  Double  Capture. 

Waterloo,  Iowa,  May  18.— About  a  week 
since  an  t^ttempt  was  made  to  set  fire  to  a 
wooden  store  building  at  Ackley  belonging 
to  Mr.  Frances.  Yesterday  morning  F.  P. 
Willis  and  Mr.  Springer,  of  jthat  place,  were 

arrested  on  the  charge  ot  arson.  The  cause 
which  led  to  this  was  indirectly  the  fact 
that  numerous  stories  had  been  set  afioat 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  some  of  them  im- 
plicating Mr.  Willis.  As  a  result,  one  of 
the  insurance  agents  cancelled  a  policy  of 
$500  on  Mr.  Willis'  stock.  One  clause  of 
a  mortgage  on  this  stock  bound  Willis  to 
keep  the  insurance  up  tp  $18,000,  and  not 
being  able  to  get  the  additional  $500  at 
once,  Mr.  ^Diffenbacher,  ot  whom  Willis 
purchased  the  stock,  deemed  himself  inse- 
cure, and  stepped  in  and  took  possession. 
Yesterday  afternoon  Springer,  seeing  that 
Willis  was  getting  into  trouble,  and  fearing 
that  he  might  be  implicated  in  some  way, 
went  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and 
made  a  confession  that  he  had  set  fire  to 
the  building,  but  that  the  plans  were  laid 
by  Willis  alone,  and  he  was  simply  the  tool 
to  carry  the  plans  into  effect. 


Blown  up  In  a  Mine. 

Ishpeming,  Mich.,  May  18.— [Special]  — 
Chas  Lundberg  and  Fred  Hamburg,  two 
miners  at  the  Palmer  mine  were  blown  to 
pieces  by  an  explosion  of  dynamite  last 
night,  Capt.  John  Eddy  was  killed. 
Another  man  was  hurt  by  the  tall  of  rock 
at  the  Cleveland  mine  last  night.  The 
mortality  by  mine  accidents  is  apparently 
increasing  every  month.

Political  science  is  a  sub- 
ject which  has  been  too  long  neglected  by 
modern  educators. 


Rapid  transit. 
The  one  pressing  and  prime  necessity  in 
a  large  and  fast  growing  city  is  a  system  of 
safe  and    rapid    transit.    Experience    has 
demonstrated  that   snch    means    of    com- 
munication accelerates  the  growth  of  popu- 
lation, enhances  the  value  of  property  and 
faoilitates    intercourse    beyond   all    other 
agencies  combined.    Since  the   inaugura- 
tion of  the  elevated  railways  in  New   York 
the  limits  of  the  city  have  been  extended  for 
miles,  population  has  increased  to  an  ex- 
tent never   before   realized   and   property 
has  been  enhanced  in  value  by   more  than 
ten  times  the  cost  of  the  roads. 

The  necessity  of  rapid  transit  is  greatly 
increased  in  ofties  like  St  Paul,    Cincin- 
nati and  Dalnth  where  marked  inequalities 
of  surface  and  high  elevations    are   to    be 
overcome.     These  elevations  are  the   mobt 
healthful  and  desirable  locations  for   resi- 
dences, because  they  afford  purer  air,   bet- 
ter   dainage    and    f-ir    more     enchanting 
scenery  than  the  dead  levels  of  the   plains 
and  low  lands.    The  consequence  is   that 
people  of  taste,  and  those  who  set  a  proper 
value  upon  light,    air,    drainage    and    en- 
chanting views  will  always  prefer  the  up- 
lands, and  as  soon  a  s  the  means    of    con- 
veyance are   furnished,  will    locate    their 
homes  on  the   plateaus   rather   than   upon 
the  monotonous  and  uninteresting,  not  to 
say  heat  stiflmg  lower  plains. 

The  means  of  securing  rapid  transit  are 
now  being  multiplied  to  an  extent  never 
before  known.      Surface  roads  carried  up 
high  grades  are  both  undesirable  and  in- 
deed impracticable.       The  cable  lines  de- 
vised for  the  purpose  of  overcoming  these 
obstacles  are  unsatisfactory   because  un- 
safe, as  has  been  recently  demonstrated  in 
St.  Paul  and  Kansas  City,  where  fatal  «coi- 
dents  on  steep  grades  recently  have  ser- 
iously impaired   public  confidence  in  their 
utility  and  safety.       Indeed   surface  roads 
of    any   description   for   such   places   are 
objectionable,  because  liable  to  collisions, 
to  a  loss  of  control  and  other  mishaps. 

For  such    purposes  elevated    roads    of 
some  kind  must  supersede  all  others,  be- 
cause absolute  safety  and  rapid  movement 
can  be  secured  thereby.      The   recent  trial 
of  the  electric  light  in  South  St.  Paul  seems 
to  have  been  quite  satisfactory,  overcom- 
ing   steep  grades   and   short  curves    and 
securing  a   degree  of  speed   hitherto  rare 
on  surface  tracks.      The  experiments  now 
in  progress  and  the  inventions  being  mul- 
tiplied  having  safety,  speed   and  conven- 
ience as  their  aim,  will  soon  result  in  vast 
improvements  in  the  direction  indicated. 
It  will  not   be  many  years  before  the  ap 
pliances   for  reaching  the    higher   lands 
•bout  cities   like   Duluth  with  ease,  speed 
and    safety   will    at   onco    obviate    every 
objection   now   made    by    the    superficial 
observer,   and    render    our  hill  tops  and 
slopes  the  most  desirable  of  all  places  for 
the  homes  of  the  people. 

From  a  table  showing  increase  of  value 
by  wards  in  the  city  of  New  York  traversed 
by  elevated  railroads  a  few  examples  of 
the  increase  in  property  values  are  here 
presented. 

In  the  First  ward  of  that  city  the  increase 
for  the  four  years  previous  to  the  opening 
of  the  elevated  roads  was  $265,310.  For 
the  four  years  following,  namely,  from 
1879  to  J  882,  the  increase  was  $9,516,664, 
showing  excess  for  the  last  four  years  of 
$9,251, 35-t.

will  be  in  Duluth  next  week  also  on  his 
way  north  with  supplies  and  men  and  ex- 
pects to  spend  about  $S,000  in  develop- 
ments this  year. 

"Tbe  properties  are  located  immediately 
on  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Miranda  in 
section  5,  town  64,  range  2  east,  three 
miles  south  of  the  boundry  and  about 
twenty-siifht  miles  from  tbe  famous  Beaver 
mine,  fourteen  miles  from  Silver  mountain 
and  ten  from  Whitetiah  lake,  all  in  Canada," 
said  Mr.  Paulison  thii  morning.  "We  are 
close  to  what  is  called  'Macfarlane's  first 
find'  and  in  which  Dennis  Ryan  and  other 
St.  Pauiites  are  interested  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  discoveries  of 
gold  by  the  the  Spencer  brothers, 
of  St.  LouiH,  made  last  year,  were 
on  our  property"  continued  he. 

"Our  silver  vein  is  in  talcose  slate,  and 
as  far  as  we  already  know  is  twelve  feet 
wide,  with  a  very  narrow  vein  of  free  gold 
in  sugar  quartz  between  it  and  the  foot 
wall."  went  on  Mr.  Eberts.  "Three  years 
ago  Capt.  Spalding  was  mining  here,  and 
putting  in  a  shit  at  a  depth  of  19  feet  he 
blew  out  the  side  of  the  wall  and  let  in  thn 
water  of  the  lake,  and  since  that  time  it 
has  stood  ten  feet  in  the  shaft.  We  have  a 
few  specimens  from  the  bottom,"  and  he 
haalod  from  his  pocket  a  little  piece  of 
rock  with  silver  sticking  out  all  over  it. 
"For  two  and  a  half  miles  along  the  shores 
of  the  lake  there  are  the  ancient  diggings, 
pits  now  filled  with  detritusand  overgrown 
with  brush  and  large  trees.  These  were 
made  by  prehistoric  races,  and  it  is  folly 
to  think  that  such  pits— one  uf  them  is 
180  yards  across — were  made  unless  there 
was  abundance  of  metal, and  it  is  the  height 
of  folly  to  believe  that  those  people  digging 
with  their  hands,  a.s  it  were,  and  in  pits 
only  nineteen  feet  deep,  should  have  taken 
out  all  there  was  to  be  had.  We  have 
specimens  running  $1,800  and  more  to  the 
ton  and  we  believe  that  the  region  is  one 
of  the  richest  silver  districts  on  the  globe, 
and  we  propose  to  find  out  for  certain." 

The  lake  on  which  the  diggings  are  is 
about  sixty-tive  feet  higher  than  a  second 
lake  but  half  a  mile  south,  and  though  a 
ridge  intervenes,  it  jrill  be  a  comparatively 
easy  matter  to  so  lower  the  water  as  to 
uncover  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  and  make 
mining  practicable. 

On  the  Ancient  Diggings  mine,  adjoining 
the  other.  Capt.  Spalding  has  a  shaft  down 
and  an  adit  driven  nearly  fifty  feet.  He 
believes  that  a  few  feet  more  will  take  him 
to  the  vein  and  this  he  will  test  this  season. 
About  thirty  people  will  be  em  ployed  about 
tbe  t  wo  mines  this  season.

ANOTHER    ALLEGED    INTERVIEW 
WITH  THE  MAINE  MAN. 

He  Still  Adheres  to  his  Honesty  of  Par- 
pose  in  WritiDg  the  Florence  Letter- 
Victory  for  the  Republicans  Deemed 
Certain— His  Health  not  as  Good  as  he 
Could  Wish  bat  he  Hopes  to  Live  Many 
Tears. 

Nbw  York,  May  21.— A  correspondent  of 
the  Press  in  Paris  cables  as  follows: 
Stories,  for  some  time,  have  been  in  circa 
lation  that  the  intimate  friends  of  Blaine, 
while  discrediting  any  announcement  that 
he  would  accept  the  nomination  if  offered 
him,  have  nevertheless  been  quietly  work- 
ing to  secure  delegates  for  him  on  the  first 
ballot,  have  all  been  cabled  over  here. 
The  publication  of  the  actual  figures  of  the 
supposed  Blaine  managers  in  New  5fork 
gives  a  new  impetus  to  Blaine  talk. 

The  moment  this  news  arrived  I  took  the 
most  strenuous  means  to  find  out  Blaine's 
attitude.  My  efforts  were  successful.  Blaine 
had  not  heard  the  full  details.  Naturally 
he  was  not  displeased,  but  said  without 
equivocation  that  his  Florence  letter  and 
later  bis  interview  in  the  New  York  World 
represented  his  present  attitude  with  com- 
plete truth.  He  felt  sure  that  after  the 
letter  stating  that  his  name  would  not  go 
before  the  Chicago  convention  had  been 
published  many  acknowledged  leaders  would 
be  actively  pushed  tor  the  nomination.  He 
was  glad  to  see  that  they  had  been  put 
forward,  so  he  honestly  could  not  see 
why  BO  many  should  assume  even 
in  matters  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
his  domestic  personal  interests,  as  well  as 
to  those  of  his  policy,  that  it  was  impossi- 
ble for  him  to  be  honest.  He  did  not  want 
to  be  a  candidate.  He  had  reasons  for 
not  wanting  to  be  a  candidate — personal 
to  himself,  which  he  was  under  no  obliga- 
tions to  make  known.  The  fact  was  he 
had  been  through  one  terribly  hard  fight, 
which  was  a  cruel  strain  upon  his  family. 
While  he  could  never  be  accused  of  willingly 
shirking  any  of  the  duties  of  leadership 
which  the  Republican  party  had  honored 
him  with,  he  yet  felt  that  be  had  the  right 
to  draw  out  and  leave  the  fight  to  other 
hands,  especially  as  they  were  plentiful 
quite  capable  of  winning  a  victory.  All  the 
vague  mischievous  stories  about  his  move- 
ments, motives  and  health  were  very  an- 
noying at  first  but  have  now  become  amus- 
ing. He  thought  a  good  way  for  his  friends 
was  to  pass  tht>m  as  so  much  twaddle. 
His  health  was  not  so  good  as  he  should 
like  to  have  it.  Very  few  men  of  sixty 
could  say  anything  different.  He  hoped  to 
live  many  years  yet. 


MIChMGAN    LAW.. 

The  Local  Option  Act  Declared  Unconsti- 
tutional. 

Grand  RAPi08,Mich.,  May  21.— The  Pro- 
hibitionists of  this  city,  reinforced  by 
prominent  members  of  the  party  from 
many  of  the  local  option  counties  of  the 
state,  will  turn  out  in  force  tonight  in  mass 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  taking  action 
upon  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court  de- 
claring the  local  option  law  unconstitu- 
tional. There  is  no  question  but  that  the 
decision  is  very  satisfactory  to  the  old  time 
prohibitioniHtr^,  who  have  never  been  satis- 
fied with  the  law  as  it  stood,  while  they 
recognize  the  fact  that  the  present  position 
of  aSairs  gives  them  a  powerful  platform 
upon  which  to  rallyinthe  comingrampaign. 
That  the  prohibitive  element  in  both  of  the 
old  parties,  recognizing  at  last  the  fact  that 
they  cannot  obtain  the  legislation  they 
seek  through  party  sources,  will  rally  round 
the  prohibition  banner  seems  tolerably 
certain,  and  for  the  next  few  months  the 
members  of  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
state  central  committees  will  find  their 
positions  anything  but  a  bed  of  roses.  The 
cold  water  people  that  are  here  today  say 
that  they  will  continue  the  fight  until  total 
abstinence  rules  the  state.  Fifty  thousand 
is  the  number  of  votes  that  they  expect  to 
poll  in  November,  and  they  declare  with 
confidence  that  they  will  elect  a  sufficient 
numbers  of  the  legislature  to  hold  the 
balance  of  power  in  both  houses.  This 
week  the  county  committees  of  the  various 
counties  that  have  gone  dry  under  the  local 
option  law  will  meet  to  thoroughly  organize 
foi*  the  fall  campaieu,  and  every  one  of 
them  will  demand  absolute  and  ironclad 
pledges  from  legislative  candidates. 


AFTER  FOUR  KINGS. 

The   Batchers   Organizing   to    Down    the 
Dressed  Beef  Monopoly. 

Philadelphia,  May  21.— Retail  butchers 
to  the  number  of  over  1,000  and  represent- 
ing nearly  every  section  of  the  country  are 
here  today  to  attend  the  Third  annual 
convention  of  the  Butchers'  National  Pro- 
tective association  and  according  to  Presi- 
dent Thomas  Armour  and  Chairman  Peters, 
of  the  Alleghaney  county  delegation,  there 
is  going  to  be  a  decidedly  lively  time  of  it. 
The  dressed  beef  question  is  the  bone  of 
contention  and  before  the  convention  ad 
journs  on  Thursday,  it  will  probable  have 
resolved  itself  into  the  biggest  boycotting 
machine  that  the  country  has  yet  eeen. 
The  party  that  favors  the  introduction  of 
Chicago  dressed  beef  into  local  markets  is 
known  as  the  Big  Four  Cattle  Kings, 
Armour,  Swift,  Morris  and  Hammond. 
They  claim  that  by  killing  cattle  wholesale 
and  shipping  the  meat  dressed  they  can 
under  sell  competitors  throughout  the 
country.  This  claim  they  have  pretty  well 
substantiated  and  hence  it  is  that  the 
retail  butchers  are  on  the  war  path.  They 
claim  that  they  are  being  ruined  by  mono- 
poly, and  that  four  men  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  freeze  out  the  tens  of  thousands 
of  butchers  throughout  the  country,  and 
they  propose  to  bring  about  the  intro- 
duction of  bills  in  the  various  state  legisla- 
tures for  a  state  live  stock  inspection, 
which  will  compel  the  slaughtering  of  cattle 
at  local  points.  They  will  also  seek  help 
from  congress. 

THE  SOCIALISTS. 

They  Contemplate   Xominating  a   Presi- 
dential Ticket. 

Chicago,  May  21. — Whether  or  not  the 
American  socialists  will  hold  a  national 
convention  and  put  a  presidential  ticket  in 
the  field  will  probably  be  decided  at  a  con- 
ference of  leaders  of  the  party  to  be  held 
here  tonight.  Among  the  socialists  there  is 
profound  dissatisfaction  with  the  union 
and  united  labor  tickets  nominated  last 
week  at  Cincinnatti,  as  well  as  with  the 
platforms  adopted,  and  the  opinion  is 
freely  expressed  that  an  out  and  out 
socialistic  ticket  would  command  more 
support  than  both  of  the  other  labor 
parties  combined.  They  look  for  their 
strength  to  New  York,  Milwaukee,  Chicago, 
Cincinnati,  Denver  and  other  large  cities, 
and  claim  that  nearly  a  million  of  voters 
would  rally  under  their  banner.  Streeter, 
they  say,  represents  nothing  but  the  old 
greenback  element,  while  Cowdrey  is  but  a 
figurehead  for  the  single  tax  McGlynn  ele- 
ment. The  convention,  if  decided  upon, 
will  probably  be  held  in  this  city  in  July. 
John  Swinton,  of  New  York,  and  Judge 
Black,  of  this  city,  who  defended  the  anar- 
chists, are  talked  of  for  the  presidential 
nomination.

The  Fountain  City,  of  the  Transit  line, 
will  not  run  as  far  as  Dulut  i  this  year,  but 
will  make  Portage  Lake  her  western  stop- 
ping place. 

The  new  steamship  Lackeiwana,  built  by 
the  Cleveland  Ship  Building  company,  is  on 
her  way  to  Duluth  with  a  mixed  load  of 
package  freight. 

The  Emerald,  all  repairs  having  been 
completed,  cleared  for  Ashland  Sunday. 
She  will  undoubtedly  pro^e  a  popular  boat 
in  that  locality  and  is  well  litted  up  for  ex- 
cursion purposes. 

The  M.  R.  Warner  comes  up  300  tons 
lighter  than  was  expected,  that  amount 
being  taken  from  her  at  the  Sault  to  bring 
a  leak  in  her  side  above  water.  She  is  be- 
ng  repaired  as  well  as  possible. 

Among  the  new  vessels  in  port  today  are 
the  H.  J.  Johnson,  with  2,000  tons  of 
coal  for  the  Ohio  Coal  company  and  the 
M.  P.  Grover  for  the  Northwestern  Fuel 
company.  Both  are  maf;nificent  speci- 
mens of  marine  architectum.

The  new  steamship  Thomas  Davidson 
was  laun<>hed  last  Thursday  afternoon  at 
Milwaukee.  The  Davidsor ,  named  after 
one  of  her  owners  and  b  jilders,  is  the 
largest  vessel  ever  built  at  a  Lake  Michigan 
port.

THE  FEARFUL  DAMAGE  DONE  BY 
THE   FLOODS. 


Hundreds  of  Families  Left  Homeless, 
Their  Fields  Inundated  and  Their  Crops 
Destroyed— Railroad  Commanlcatien 
Destroyed— The  Worst  Over,  and  the 
Water  Going  Down. 


QuiNCY,  Ills.,  May  21.— The  great  flood  is 
slowly  abating,  the  worst  is  passed  but  the 
worst  that  could  have  happened  has  al- 
ready occurred.  Hundreds  of  families  are 
homeless  ana  thousands  ot  acres  of  crops 
ruined  to  say  nothing  of  the  loss  entailed 
by  demolished  dwellings,  wrecked  fences 
and  washouts.  The  stories  of  loss  and 
suffering  are  not  exaggerated.  From  the 
northern  end  of  Adams  county  to  the 
northern  end  of  PiVe  county,  land  on  the 
Illinois  side  is  protected  by  levees.  The 
region,  embracing  250,000  acres,  is  all  now 
one  vast  lake  six  to  ten  teet  deep.  Along 
the  bluffs  at  the  eastern  edge  of  the  sub- 
merged district  hundreds  of  families  are 
camped.     Before     the     flood  most  these 

were  prosperous  farmers.  Now  they  have 
little  or  nothing.  There  is  much  sickness 
among  the  unfortunates,  but  prompt 
measures  have  been  taken  to  alleviate 
Buffering. 

The  damage  to  railroads  is  enormous. 
It  will  be  three  weeks  after  the  water  sub- 
sides before  trains  can  be  running.  This 
city  is  cut  oU  from  all  rail  communication 
north,  west  and  south.

The  Eminent  Hoosier  Visits  his  Farm  near 
I.afayette,  Indiana,  and  Afterwards 
Goes  to  the  City  Where  Thousands  of 
People  Gather  at  his  Hotel— The  Host 
Memorable  Occasion  in  I^afayette  for 
Tears. 


Lafayette,  Ind.,  May  21.— The  corri- 
dors ot  the  Hotel  Lahr  have  not  been 
crowded  since  the  memorable  campaign  ot 
1884  as  they  wsre  Saturday  night.  Shortly 
after  noon  Judge  Walter  Q.  Gresham  came 
in  from  his  farm  in  Benton  county  and 
registered  at  the  Lahr.  The  announcement 
that  he  was  in  the  city  spread  like  wild-fire 
and  the  citizens  of  Lafayette  commenced 
to  torn  out  to  pay  their  respects  to  the 
distinquiahed  gentleman.  The  ovation 
Judge  Gresham  received  was  not  only  a 
spontaneous  one,  but  o^e  of  the  most 
marked  that  has  ever  been  paid  to  an  Indi- 
anian  in  this  city.  All  the  afternoon  the 
hotel  was  thronged,  and  at  6  o'clock,  when 
a  carriage  called  to  convey  the  judge  to 
Col.  Friedley's  residence,  where  he  took 
lunch,  the  crowd  bad  in  no  manner  dimin- 
ished. Col.  Friedley  is  an  old  time  friend 
of  Judge  Gresham,  and  invited  in  a  half- 
dozen  guests  to  lunch  with  him.  Return- 
ing to  the  hotel  to  arrjinge  to  take  the 
train  to  Indianapolis,  where  he  will  spend 
Sunday,  Judge  Gresham  found  the  cor- 
ridors again  crowded,  and  a  throng  sur- 
rounded him,  eager  to  shake  him  by  the 
hand.  Hundreds  availed  themselves  ot  his 
own  opportunity.  Among  those  who 
pressed  into  the  hotel  were  about  three 
hundred  Grand  Army  veterans  who  had 
hastily  formed  in  line  at  the  court  house. 
The  rear  of  this  line  was  brought  by  twenty 
five  or  thirty  colored  veterans.  Between 
two  and  three  hundred  of  the  car  shop 
men  also  put  in  an  appearance  and  pressed 
the  hoosier  jurist's  hand.  The  flattering 
compliment  paid  Judge  Gresham  was  as 
much  a  surprise,  as  it  doubtless  was  grati- 
fying. It  was  uaexceeded  all  around. 
Among  the  callers  were  the  prominent 
workers  in  the  Republican  party  in  this 
city,  while  the  large  number  of  Germans 
that  passed  to  the  front  was  a  subject  of 
especial  comment.

The  Heroine  of  the  Fisk-Stokes  Aflair  Dies 
Slysterionsly. 

Beverly.  N.  J.,  May  21.— The  gossips 
of  this  quiet  town  are  excited  over  what  • 
they  think  is  a  genuine  mystery.  Last 
Sunday  a  small  funeral  procession  wended 
its  way  around  the  main  road  leading  to 
Monument  cemetery.  It  came  in  such  an' 
unostentatious  way,  and  the  interment 
was  made  so  quietly  that  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  mourners  and  the  sexton  no 
one  knew  anything  about  the  aflair.  It  is 
now  found  that  the  funeral  was  qf  that  ot 
Josie  Mansfield,  who  figured  prominently 
in  the  Fisk-Stokes  tragedy  in  New 
York  in  1871.  It  is  said  that  she  died  at 
Delanco  two  miles  below  here,  after  a 
short  illness,  on  the  Thursday  previously. 
Immediately  after  the  death  ot  Fisk  she 
went  to  Paris,  where  she  remained  for  some 
time.  After  the  excitement  had  passed 
away  she  returned  to  this  country  selecting 
an  unpretentious  little  home  in  the  town 
of  Delanco,  where  she  has  since  led  a  very 
quiet  and  secluded  life.  Her  death  and 
burial  are  surrounded  somewhat  with 
mystery.  Both  the  burial  permit  and 
physician's  certificate  of  death  are  regis- 
tered as  ".Tosie  Williams."

NEEDS  LOOKING  AFTER. 

AN  INNOCENT  LOOKING  AMENDMENT  BEFORE 
CONGRE88  THAT  DULUTH  SHOULD  KEEP  AN 
EYE  UPON. 

A  few  days  ago  Senator  Spooner,  ot 
Wisconsin  offered  an  amendment  to  the 
river  and  harbor  bill  authorizing  the  sec- 
retary ot  war  to  have  Minnesota  Point,  at 
the  West  End  of  Lake  Superior,  surveyed 
by  the  government  with  a  view  to  its  being 
taken  possession  of  by  fhe  government  as 
a  reserve,  for  the  purpose  ot  preserving  the 
harbors  at  the  head  of  the  lake.  This 
clause  may  look  innocent  enough  and  is  os- 
tensibly intended  to  secure  the  point  from 
the  ravages  of  the  waves  and  from  the 
hauling  away  of  great  amounts  of  sand  by 
contractors  and  others.  Were  this  the 
ultimate  reason  of  the  amendment  it  would 
be  well  enough,  perhaps,  though  the  gov- 
ernment has  heretofore  repaired  damages 
caused  by  waves  without  questioning  tbe 
individual  owners.  But  this  is  not  the 
cause  of  the  proposed  action.  It  is  to  shut 
the  point  off  from  all  use  by  railroad  com- 
panies or  others  and  to  prevent  its  becom- 
ing a  useful  adjunct  to  Duluth.  As 
is  well  known  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Terminal  Railroad 
to  bridge  the  canal  and  build  along  the 
point  and  it  is  the  hope  ot  those  behind 
Senator  Spooner  in  the  action  to  head  this 
•olf.  Of  course  such  a  l^w  would  be  op- 
posed by  Duiutfi  and  could  probably  never 
become  operative,  but  it  is  well  for  the 
people  of  this  city  to  look  carefully  to  it. 

The  fact  is  that  nothing  would  so  tend  to 
preserve  the  point  as  its  occupation  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  railroads.  They  would 
see  that  nothing  detrimental  was  done  and 
they  would  be  constantly  at  work  widen- 
ing and  strengthing  it.  Senator  Spooner's 
innocent  measure  is  needless  and  deserves 
careful  watching. 

Wheat  and  Fl5ur. 

There  is  in  store  in  Duluth  today  7,433,- 
970  bushels  of  wheat,  and  about  210,000 
bushels  of  corn  and  oats.  This  is  a  de- 
crease ot  1,691,821  bushels  of  wheat  for 
the  week,  showing  shipments  of  1,730,000 
bushels,  and  40,000  bushels  of  corn.  A 
year  ago  the  decrease  tor  the  week  was 
430,000  bushels  and  the  amount  in  store 
was  sliehtly  over  10,000.000  bushels. 

Flour  receipts  for  the  week  have  been 
60,702  barrels,  and  shipments  64,350, 
leaving  in  store  152,076  barrels.  Of  the 
shipments  32,215  barrels  were  to  Sandus- 
ky, 30,460  to  Buffalo,  1,125  to  Samiaand 

550  to  Erie.

The  jast  employer,  or  the  one  who  seems 
to  be  just,  entertains  only  kmdiy  senti- 
ments toward  organized  labor.  He  listens 
patiently  to  their  grievances  and  rectifies 
them  at  once.  Bnt  what  ohall  we  say  of 
organized  labor  that  hants  ap  technical 
canses.  prefers  unreasonable  demands  and 
then  orders  a  strike. 

In  the  language  of  the  nn;pn,  the  Herald 
job  room  is  now  ''closed"  to  anion  printers 
and  the  office,  we  sappose,  is  classed  as  a 
rat  office  for  this  season: 

In  May  1884,  Fred  ionnsberry  and  Aug- 
ust Murphy  commenced  work  in  the   office 
of  the    Bismarck    Journal    as  apprentices 
under    the    rules    of    the     union.     They 
worked  together    in    this    office   until   the 
paper  was   suspeaded  in  December    1886, 
Murphy  then  went  to  work  on  the  Bismarck 
Tribune  working  there  when^his  health  won  Id 
permit  until  the  Journal   was  established 
at  Duluth  in  April  1887.     These  boys  then 
came  to  Duluth  and  worked  together  on 
that  paper  until  it  was   consolidated   with 
the  HzBALO  and  then  on  the  Herald  nntil 
the  present  time.     They  are  sober  and   in- 
dustrious young  lads  more  competent  than 
some  full  members   of  the   union.     They 
are  classed  as  two-tbirdersand  receive  pay 
as  snch.     One  is  the  son    of    one    of    the 
proprietors  of  the  Hsbald   and   the   other 
the  son  of  worthy  Irish  people  who  depend 
largely  upon  him   for  suppoit.    Without 
any  previous    notice,    without    any    com- 
plaint of  injustice,   with   no  employee   of 
the  Hebald  disatisfied,  the  delegates  of  the 
union  called  on  Saturday    and    demanded 
the  discharge  of  one   of  these  yonng  men, 
and  because  it  was   refused,  ordered  the 
office  closed  to  union  printers. 

It  is  not  strikes  to  enforce  just  demands, 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  living  wages,  or 
to  resent  impositions  put  upon  upon  labor, 
that  brings  discredit  apon  labor's  cause. 
Bat  to  hunt  up  technical  causes  like  this 
and  make  them  the  cause  for  injury  and 
annoyance  to  the  employer,  ought  to  be 
condemned  by  all  reasonable  men.  The 
employer  who  would  submit  under  such 
circumstances  is  unfit  to  live  and  ought  to 
be  harrassed  to  death  by  pissmires.

A    BOY   GOES    WRONG. 

■  AD  CASE  OF  TOCNQ  JEMIE  WARD,  OF  LONDON 
ADDITION. 

About  ten  days  ago  Chief  Doran  received 
a  letter  from  Chief  Qark,  of  St.  Paul,  re- 
questing him  to  hunt  up  Jessie 
Ward,  a  youth  who  was  known  to 
reside  in  Duluth  and  was  accused  of 
stealing  a  watch  and  u  suit  of  clothes  in  St.

CARPENTERS    AND    JOINERS. 

THEY  FORM  AN  OBOANIZATION — WHAT  ITS  OB- 
JECTS ARE  AND  HOW  ITS  MEETINGS  ARE  CON- 
DCCTED. 

The  carpenters  and  joiners  of  this  city 
have  formed  themselves  into  a  society 
known  as  the  "Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  association  of  the  City  of  Du- 
luth," and  meet  in  Odd  Fellows  hall.  The 
order  has  only  been  in  existence  a  few  weeks 
in  this  city.  They  number  at  present  some- 
thing over  forty  members  and  more  are 
coming  in  every  week,  and  in  a  short  time 
the  members  will  be  increased  by  hun- 
dreds. 

On  Saturday  evening  the  order  held  a 
very  interesting  and  instructive  meeting,  in 
which  several  members  took  part,  discuss- 
iog  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  labor 
question,  in  which  there  were  some  very 
interesting  and  sensible  remarks  made  by 
mechanics  that  would  do  credit  co  older 
and  more  experienced  men. 

The  aim  and  object  of  the  .^rder  and 
their  meetings  is  not  confined  to  a  dollar 
and  cents  maxim — but  more  for  the  mutual 
improvement  of  its  members. 

They  meet,  set  acquainted  with  each 
other,  discuss  the  questirans  of^today,  the 
amount  of  building  that  is  being  done, 
what  the  out  look  is,  what  the  prospects  of 
season  are,  how  mechanics  may  improve 
tbem8elvet<,if  any  are  out  of  employment, 
what  the  duties  of  mechanics  are  to  their 
employers,  and  in  what  way  and  by  what 
means  they  may  better  their    circumstan- 

*  These  are  questions  of  vital  importance 
to  every  laboring  man,  and  in  which  every 
mechanic  should  be  interested  instead  of 
heeding  the  icsinuations  somehave  thrown 
out  to  incite  their  members  to  strikes,  rob 
their  enployers  etc.  etc.  It  is  hoped  every 
carpenter  and  joiner  in  the  city  will  see  fit 
to  connect  himself  with  the  association  for 
his  mutual  benefit.
